Four Inquiries Under Way —

4 WORKMEN ARE MISSING 


Believed to Be Buried in Tangled 
Mass of Steel and Cement—Con- 
tractors Blame Inspectors. 


Buried in an avalanche of massive 
steel girders, chunks of britkwork and 
lumber, at least six men lost their lives 
and twenty others were injured in the 
collapse yesterday of the New American 
Theatre, in course of construction at 
779-787 Bedford Avenue, near Park Ave- 
nue, in the Williamsburg section of 
Brooklyn. 

With the laborious task of rescue still 
in progress at midnight under the glare 
of twentv searchlights, the bodies of six 
workmén, all identified were lying in 
the Kings County Morgtie. Four others 
were believed to be in the ruins, where 
firemen, policemen and workmen from 
the Building Bureau in Brooklyn were 
digging. Twenty of the workmen in the 
building escaped injury. 

Sylvester Rosenthal of 1,381 Pacific 
Street and Samuel Moskowitz of 599 
Putnam Avenue, both of Brooklyn, own- 
ers of the building and general contrac- 
tors, were locked up last night on a 
charge of manslaughter in the first 
degree, following an investigation by 
District Attorney Harry E. Lewis into 
the causes of the collapse. Mr. Lewis 


* refused details of the testimony at -the 


inquiry and declined to comment on re- 
ports that the accident was due to faulty 
construction. 

Working under Rosenthal and Mosko- 
witz were seven or eight sub-contrac- 
tors, and detectives were searching for 
some of them late last night. Other ar- 
rests are expected to follow an inspec- 
tion of the ruins today by building ex- 
perts. 

The fall of the structure occurfed at 
about 12:30, while forty-eight men were 
at work. Four steel girders, each of 
them weighing many tons, suddenly 
slipped from brick columns supporting 
them, causing one of the brick walls, 
forty feet in height, to give way and 
bearing down a network of connecting 
girders and the buckling brick wall upon 
the workmen beneath.

15 Firemen Overcome in Broadway Blaze 


Which Destroyed $75,000 Worth of Tires 





A lively Broadway fice halted home- 
bound thousands last evening and tied 
up traffic between Times Square and 
Columbus Circle for three hours. Chief

Sir James Craig was plain spoken 
enough. The exact words of the agreed 
statement were: | 

‘* By Tuesday next these negotiatédns 
will have broken down or the Prime 
Minister will send me new proposals 
for consideration by the Cabinet. In the 
meantime rights of Ulster will be in no 
way sacrificed or compromised.”’ 


Ulster’s Rejection of the Offer. 


But following this Craig said he told 
Lloyd George on the first day of their 
that ‘‘the Government pro- 
posals were utterly impossible.”’ He 
added that if the Ulster Cabinet, the 
Ulster Parliament or the people of Ulster 
even entertained them somebody would 
have to take his place as leader of 
Ulster. 

It was undesirable to mention the pro- 
posals but the press was fairly accurate 
in describing the Government’s scheme 
as one for an All-Ireland Parliament. 
Sir James declared Ulster would not 
enter an All-Ireland Parliament under 
present conditions. ‘*‘ We won't have 
it,’’ he said. They were, however, pre- 
pared to dscuss other avenues. 

He had no means of learning what 
Bonar Law’s -intentions were for the 
future, but he ventured to predict that 
if ever Ulster found itself in a diffi-; 
culty similar to that from which it had 
now emerged they would not call in vain 
upon Bonar Law to take up Ulster’s 
cause. 

If it would help toward peace in Ire- 
land he would not press for immediate

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LONDON, Nov. 29.—Dr. Walter Rath- 
enua and Dr. Simon, whose arrival in 
London coincided with the publication 
of the news that Sir John Bradbury, 
the British expert on the Reparation 
Commission, had reported in favor of a 
two years’ moratorium being. granted to 
Germany, had a long conference today 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and British Treasury officials, at which 
Sir John Bradbury and Lord D’Abernon, 
British Ambassador in Berlin, were 
present. A full report of it will be made 
to the Cabinet tomorrow. They also had 
interviews with Sir Robert Kindersley 
and other financiers, 

Among other statements current re- 
garding Dr. Rathenau’s mission is one 
to the effect that he will seek to put 
before the British Government a sort of 
corollary to the Wiesbaden agreement 
which he contracted with M. Loucheur, 
the Minister of Liberated Regions, who 
was acting for France. The Wiesbaden 
agreement was not viewed too favorably 
by Treasury experts in this country, and 
representations have been made _ to 
France on the subject through diplomat- 
ic channels. 

In authoritative financial quarters 
here” today it was asserted that Ger- 
many was confronted with two alterna- 
tives; either she must default in regard 
to her foreign obligations, in which 
event a French occupation of the Ruhr 
would be probable, or she must repudi- 
ate her domestic paper money, in which 
case internal trouble would be prac- 
tically inevitable.

Anxious for Trade With Germany. 


Both Great Britain and Germany 
being vitally interested in the restoration 
of trade between their respective na- 
tionals, as well as between each coun- 
try and all other purchasing countries, 
there is every disposition to entertain 
reasonable proposals from Germany, 
such as would tend to stimulate the flow 
of trade and commerce generally. The 
question whether relief should take the 
form of reduction, limitation or suspen- 
sion is one of details. 

It is stated authoritatively that the 
German emissaries must give proofs of 
the good faith of themselves and those 
whom they represent and must provide 
complete assurance that they come as 
good Germans, anxious to help their 
Government to recover financial equilib- 
rium, and not as mere agents of an ex- 
ploitation syndicate. 

An attitude of caution on this side fs 
considered natural because the prelimi- 
nary mission of Stinnes was ambigu- 
ous.

It 
would not-be a surprise if the Japanese 
acceptance were announced at the plen- 
ary session of the conference to. be held 
early next week, probably on Monday.

How Ratio Was Figured. 


The American delegates do not regard 
it as proper to change the ratio in 
Japan’s favor.

KATO’S VIEW PERSONAL, 
DECLARES TOKUGAWA 


Prince Says no Ratio Deciston Has 


Been Made—Early Agreement 
Is Predicted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—No plea of 
special necessity by any other power 
will cause the United States Govern- 
ment to recede from its stand on the 
relative strength of capital ships of the 
navies of Great Britain, United States 
and Japen. 

The American view, as authoritatively 
set forth tonight, is that any attack on 
he ‘ratio proposed is an attack on the 
proposal itself, which has been accepted 
in ‘principle ’’ by Great Britain and 
Japan. 

The conclusion reached by the Ameri- 
can naval experts when they made their 
survey, preliminary to the drafting of 
the Hughes proposal, was that to afford 
reasonable security to this country in 
the Pacific the ratio should have been 
20-10-5, and that a more liberal allow- 
ence in major ship tonnage could be 
granted only as a corollary to a settle- 
ment by the conference of major politi- 
cal differences relating to the Pacific 
and the Far East. 

There is tonight reason to-believe that, 
while the spokesmen for Japan may feel 
fmpelled to withhold full approval of the

In American quarters 
it is held that if such a demand is 
pressed, it will mean that the confer- 
ence will end with greater competition in 
naval armaments to come, as the only 
alternative for the proposed limitation. 


One suggestion has been made from 
foreign quarters—that ships included in 
the building program, no matter how 
much money has been expended on them 
or how near completion they might be, 
should be excluded in the search for a 
true ratio. 


It was officially stated today that this 
was a proposal the United States could 
not possibly entertain with a program 
for new construction upon which $332,- 
000,000 had already been spent. The 
American contention is that the ships, 
{ncluded in that program, must be in- 
cluded in the aggregate of existing 
strength, and accordingly this has been 
done and credit has been given to the 
other powers for their tonnage in .ves- 
sels included in their building programs. 


It was stated tonight by persons in a 
position to speak authoritatively for 
America that any rejection of the ratio 
proposed in the Hughes proposal, would 
be viewed with concern by this Govern- 
ment a8 an indication of lack of desire 
for an understanding that would lead to 
international accord and future peace. 

In American naval circles the impres- 
sion is strong that. a demand from Japan 
for a ratio in excess of 5-5-3 can be 
prompted only by a desire to be pro- 
vided for aggressive warfare on the sea. 


Naval strategists say that a glance at 
the map will bear out this contention.

TEND TO DELAY ACTION 
\Intimated That Siberia May Be 
Left Out of Discussions at 


the Conference.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The motto 
of this conference ought to be ‘‘ Some- 
where the Sun Is Shining, Somewhere a 
| Little Rain.’’ Whenever anything cheer- 
| tul appears some pessimist digs up a 
bit of gloom to balance and vice versa. 
The declaration on naval policy in an 
authoritative American quarter today 
made clear the nature of the solution 
of that problem on which America will 
insist, and unless all signs go wrong 
that is the solution that will be at- 
thined. But to offset this hopeful pros- 
pect students of the program of the con- 
ference noted that the discussion of that 
rather extensive subject known as “‘ Far 
Eastern and Pacific questions’’ seems 
to be a long way from its conclusion. 


As lsid out on the program by some- 
body with a taste for orderly arrange- 
ment it fell into three heads—China, 
Siberia and the mandated islands. 
Under China were seven subheads, and 
there was an intimation that there were 
going to be about as many for Siberia. 
Leaving the mandated islands out of 
the discussion, then, it appears that 
there were fourteen topics relating to 
continental Asia set down for discus- 
sion. 

So far the conference has got to only 
two of them, the territorial and admin- 
istrative integrity of China, and the an- 
nouncement today that the question of 
extraterritoriality and of the Chinese 
administration of justice had been re- 
ferred to a committee which would be 
appointed after the conference and 
which would have a year to study the 
issue leads to the supposition that even 
the inquiries into this limited section 
of the field have shown that China is 
a country containing a good many prob- 
lems. 

Of course the formal outline of the 
program is not being followed exactly 
in the discussions of the committees. 
Undoubtedly their inquiries have ranged 
more widely than the formal announce- 
ments would indicate. Still the fact re- 
mains that they are still a long way 
from being thréugh with China, and 
pessimists have begun to predict that 
extraterritoriality is not the only topic 
that will be referred to a committee. 


Siberia, moreover, has not been dis- 
cussed as yet, and inquiries in one of 
the leading delegations today disclosed 
the opinion that it might not be dis- 
cussed at all. It is hardly lkely that 
everybody in the conference thinks that; 
indeed, it can be sald that some of the 
experts attached to various delegations 
already think they know the general 
outline of the decisions which will be 
reached on Siberia. But some of the 
conferees feel that since China has 
turned out to be a more profound and 
intricate object of study than had been 
realized before the conference began, it 
would be well to get China out of the 
way before spreading out to adjacent 
portions of the mainland, 

That makes it look like a long confer- 
ence, and, as one of the American dele- 
gates observed, the enthusiasm of the 
visitors over American hospitality is be- 
ginning to be tempered by an obvious 
desire to get away.

There appears to be no_ probability 
that either the President or Secretary 
Hughes will reply to Senator Borah’s 
assertion that the Harding association 
of nations is related to the League of 
Nations. As the President is under- 
stood to look upon the two bodies, there 
is just as much similarity between an 
‘‘ association of nations for conference "’ 
and a League of Nations as there is 
between an agreement among counsel 
and a trial before a jury. Moreover, 
the Harding Administration is encour- 
aged by the belief that more has been 
accomplished toward limitation of naval 
armament in two weeks of the Waahing- 
ton conference than during the two years 
and more of the life of the League of 
Nations, 

As for French fears that Germany 
may be invited to the present confer- 
ence, the Administration regards them 
as phantoms raised by the spreading 
abroad of exaggerated reports. None of 
President Harding’s visitors have said 
that they have found him seeking to 
include Germany among the delegates. 
On the contrary, the President has ex- 
pressed the wish that when the Wash- 
ington conference has agreed upon, or 
disposed of, all subjects in the agenda 
for discussion, other nations, including 
Germany, may be invited to learn offi- 
cially of the conclusions reached.

i The Question of Sphinxes. 


A new question was introduced into 
the conference today and the field of 
action was suddenly extended from the 
Far East to the Near East, from China 
to Egypt, when a spokesman for the 
British delegation felt it neéessary to 
deny a newspaper statement that the 
British delegation was ‘‘ sphinlike.’’ 

This semi-official dementi 
raised the question, ‘‘What is a 
sphinx?” and delegates familiar with the 
classics recalled that there were two 
kinds. One of them, the graven image 
of the Egyptian sands, seams to have 
been the one that the critic of the Brit- 
ish delegates had in mind; but there was 
another sphinx, who had the habit of 
asking unanswerable questions and eat- 
ing up those who were unprepared with 
a quick come-back. That type of sphinx 
is liberally represented at the confer- 
ence, but some of the long-suffering del- 


égates would be inclined to say that | 


most of those sphinxes are newspaper 
men. 

The accusation against the British 
seems ill founded. Various members of 
the British. delegation have appeared in 
public to answer questions or to regret 
their {inability to answer questions. And 
then -there is Lord Riddell. He insists 
he represents not the British delegation 
but the newspaper men. It is his job 
to get news out of the British delegates 
and pass it on to the press of the world 
for the information of that apparently 
small portion of the human race whirh 
doesn’t read his own paper. He is-cers 
tainly not a sphinx graven in stone, but 
when his conferees put questions to him 
which he is unable to answer he becomes 
as hard to get hold of and fasten down 
as a curl of smoke. .

DISCUSS HARDING PLAN. 


Most London Papers Sympathetic to 
Association Idea. 


LONDON, Nov. 20 (Associated Preas). 
—increasing attention is gixen by the 
London press to President Harding’s 
suggestion of an ‘association of na- 
tions ’’ through a series of international 
cenferences, the conclusions of which 


would be observed under a “‘ gentleman’s 


agreement ’’ rather than by treaty. 

The Times in its editorial columns to- 
day says that Mr. Harding’s concéption 
of the principles underlying such an as- 
sociation has in itself a ‘‘ tonic effect.” 
The newspaper adds: 

“It is heartening to know that the 
President, inspired by the results of the 
Washington conference, is already look- 
ing forward to a future from which the 
possibility of active co-operation by 
America in the solution of acute interna- 
tional problems is not excluded. ” 

The Morning Post says: 

“The President's aspiration demands 
serious and respectful consideration. 
* * * Any method whereby America 
can bring to bear her vast influence for 
the restoration of civilization is most 
welcome. We have always maintained 
that, had the United States found her- 
self able to enter the proposed defensive 
alliance with France and Great Britain, 
the peace of the world might have been 
assured for the next fifty years. * * * 
As for the existing League of Nations, 
in default of the adhesion of America, it 
is impossible for it to fulfill the purpose 
of its existence.”’ 

The Post, however, expresses itself as 
being not a strong believer in any league 
or association, and it is not especially 
enamored of the present proceedings in 
Washington. It disapproves Great Brit- 
ain's suspension of warship building, and 
sayS> ‘‘ The debates in Washington be- 
gin to bear a disquieting likeness to The 
Hague conferences, which nearly brought 
disaster to Great Britaii.”’ 

Interest in and sympathy with “ the 
growing movement in America for great- 
er participation in world affairs ’’ is 
expressed by The Daily News, which 
says that the refusal of the United 
States to enter the League\of Nations 
was never regarded in England as proof 
of her intention to return permanently 
to the policy of isolation which the war 
temporarily made impossible.

A further step under the Root prin- 
ciples was taken today after the agree- 
ment on plans looking to the abolition 
of extra-territorial rights when Dr. Al- 
fred Sze, the Chinese Minister, proposed

a lengthy summary of this situation 
in which, both as regards troops and 
communications, Japan 
power most concerned.

The Committee on Pacific and Far 
Eastern questions met in the Pan 
American Building, Washington, D. C., 
Tuesday morning, Nov. 29, 1921, at 11 
e’ clock. 

All of the delegates were present, ex- 
cept Sir Robert Borden, Ambassador 
Ricci. Signor Meda and Ambassador 
Shidenara. 


Senator Lodge, whose report on be- 
half of the Subcommittee on Foreign 
Post Offices in China was accepted 
yesterday, today presented resolutions 
of the Subcommittee on Extra-Terri- 
torial Right in China, which were 
unanimously adopted by the comnrnit- 
tee as follows: 

, Resolution for the establishment of 

a commission to investigate and report 

upon extra-territoriality and the ad- 

ministration of justice in China. 

The representatives of the powers 
hereinafter named, participating in 
the discussion of Pacific and Far East- 

. ern questions in the Conference on the 

Limitation of Armament—to wit, the 

United States of America, Belgium, 

the British Empire, France, Italy, 

Japan, the Netherlands and Portugal— 

Having taken note of the fact that 
in the treaty between Great Britain 
and China, dated Sept. 5, 1902, in the 
treaty between the United States of 
America and China, dated Oct. 8, 1903, 
and in the treaty between Japan 
and China, dated Oct. 8, 1903, these 
several powers have agreed to give 
every asssitance toward the at- 
tainment by the Chinese Government 
of -its' expressed desire to reform its 
judicial system and to bring it into 
accord with that of Western nations, 
and have declared that they are also 
‘prepared to relinquish  extraterri- 
torial rights when satisfied that the 
state of the Chinese laws, the ar- 
rangements for their administration 
“and other considerations warrant’’ 
them in so doing; 

Being sympathetically disposed ‘ to- 
ward furthering in this regard the 
aspiration to which the Chinese dele- 
gation. gave expression on Nov. 16, 
1921, to the effect that ‘‘ immediately, 
or as,soon as circumstances will per- 
mit, existing limitations upon China’s 

~ political, jurisdictional and adminis- 
trative freedom of action are to be re- 
moved ’’;. 

Considering that any determination 
in regard to such action as might be 
appropriate. to this end must depend 
upon: ascertainment and appreciation 
of complicated states of fact in regard 
to the laws and the judicial system 
and the methods of judicial adminis- 
tration of China, which the confer- 
ence is not in a position to determine; 

Have resolved, 

That the Governments of the powers 
above named shall establish a com- 
oiteaion (te which each of such Gov- 
. shall appoint one member) 


before the committee that all foreign 
troops and foreign telegraph, wireless 


That the non-signatory powers, hav- 
ing by treaty extraterritorial rights in 
China, may accede to the resolution 
affecting extraterritoriality and the 
administration of justice in China by 
depositing within three months after 
the adjournment of the conference a 
wrtten notice of accession with the 
Government of the United States for 
communication by it to each of the 
signatory powers. 


Additional resolution: 


That China, having taken note of 
the resolutions affecting the establish- 
ment of a commission to investigate 
and report upon extraterritoriality and 
the administration of justice in China, 
expresses its satisfaction with the 
sympathetic disposition of the powers 
hereinbefore named in regard to the 
aspirations of the Chinese Government 
to secure the abolition of extraterri- 
toriality from China, and declares its 
intention to appoint a representative 
who shall have the right to sit as a 
member of the said committee, it 
being understood that China shall be 
deemed free to accept or to reject any 
or all of the recommendations of the 
commission. Furthermore, China is 
prepared to co-operate in the work of 
this commission and to afford to it 
every possibje facility for the success- 
ful accomplishment of its tasks. 


History of the Foreign Courts. 


The establishment of foreign courts in 
China followed the so-called opium war 
between Great Britain and China, which 
was the result of friction in the admin- 
istration of justice by China. The war 
was terminated by the treaty of Nan- 
king in 1842, which marks not only the 
legalized beginning of the system of 
extraterritorial rights. in China but 
also of formal treaty relations between 
China and the Western powers. The 
United States obtained extraterritorial 
rights in 1844 and other nations in the 
next few years following. 


Dr. Sze’s Protest on Troops. 


Proceeding under the first Root prin- 
ciple, foreign troops and police, railway 
guards and wire and wireless communi- 
cations were cited to the committee by 
Dr. Alfred Sze, the Chinese Minister, as 
infringements upon China's territorial | 
and administrative ihtegrity. 

Dr. Sze fully covered all these sub- 
jects, and the communiqué issued later | 
gives the extent to which the different | 
Governments have invaded China's sov- 
ereignty. Foreign troops number ap- 
proximately 10,000, it is estimated. He 
said there at 1,004 Japanese police along | 
the Manchurian and Antung-Mukden | 
railways and 1,861 men and 381 police 
stations maintained by Japan in all sec- | 
tions of China. 

The communiqué reporting this dis- 
cussion contains Dr. Alfred Sze’s speech, 
which is as follows: 

‘“* Gentlemen: At the session held on 
Nov. 21 the conference declared that it 
was the firm intention of the powers 
represented to respect the sovereignty, 
the independence and the territorial and 
administrative integrity of China; and 
to provide the fullest, and most unem- 
barrassed oportunity to China to de- 
velop and maintain for herseif an ef- 
fective and stable Government. 

“It will have already appeared that, 
in application of these two principles, 
China is asking not merely that cxist- 
ing treaty or conventional limitations 
upon the autonomous and unembar- 
rassed exercise by her of her territorial 
and administrative powers, should be 
removed as rapidly and as completely 
as circumstances will justify, but that 
conditions shall be corrected which now 
constitute a continuing violation of her 
rights as an independent Staje. The 
proposition that these limitations upon 
the exercise of her sovereign powers | 
should be progressively removed — 
stated in Principle No. 5 which the!

Mr. Hanihara is declared to have said 


further that Japan would not for the 


present withdraw the Japanese troops 
stationed along the South Manchuria 
Railway as guards. He explained that 
they were there under rights of treaty. 
There.was no indication at present that 
China was able properly to protect the 
railway, he contended, and the Japanese 
—— were there under actual neces- 
sity. 

The position of Japan with reference 
to dispatching and maintaining Japa- 
nese troops in China, to which China has 
presented objections, was roughly out- 
lined tonight as follows: 

Troops were originally sent to the 
Kiau-Chau leased territory in Shantung 
because Japan had entered the world 
war and it was of first necessity to re- 
duce the German fortress at Tsingtau. 
This was eventually accomplished. 
During these operations of war it was 
found that Germany was using the rail- 
road between Tsingtau and Tsinanfu to 
send forward arms and general muni- 
tions of war to Tsingtau. In order to 
secure her position Japan occupied the 
railway. 

The military forces will be withdrawn, 
as has been repeatedly said, as soon as 
direct negotiations with China for the 
restoration of the former German rights 
ir. Shantung are concluded, and will be 
withdrawn sooner if China organizes an 
‘““adequate police force.’’ Japan feels 
responsible for the railroad which she 
desires conducted as a one Sino-Japa- 
nese enterprise, and is keeping the 
troops there to guard the line. 

Concerning troops in Manchuria sta- 
tioned as guards along the South Man- 
churia Railway, Japan contends that 
they were sent there under a treaty with 
China, signed after the Russo-Japanese 
war, China agreeing that Japan should 
succeed to all rights and privileges as 
to stationing of troops previously held 
by Russia. Japan also holds that all 
troops in the Liaotung Peninsula, the 
lease of which Japan inherited from 
Russia, are there under treaty justifica- 
tion. These troops number about a 
division. 

The Japanese garrison at Hankow, in 
Central China, it is explained, was dis- 
patched at the time of the setting up 
of the Chinese Republic for the purpose 
of protecting the lives and property of 
Japanese. It is admitted that they are 
there under no treaty stipulation. It is 
affirmed, however, that they are main- 
tained because of recurring revolution- 
ary trouble. 


DEAL WITH SHANTUNG 


Delegation Representing Inflwen- 
tial Chinese Interests Is in Wash- 
ington to Press Fight.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Shan- 
tung problem now seems destined to 
come prominently before the Washing- 
ton conference. Although the Chinese

A delegation of a dozen 
Chinese representatives of influential or- 
ganizations has now come to Washing- 
ton, direct from China, to endeavor to 
force the Chinese official delegation to 
demand that the conference deal with 
Shantung. This delegation includes rep- 
resentatives of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce, the Associated Chinese 
Educational Bodies, representatives of 
various groups in Shantung and also of 
the Shantung gentry. 

The Chinese delegates had been unof- 
ficially advised that the United States, 
England and France would like to see 
the Shantung question settled outside 
the conferemfce by direct negotiation; 
that if they pressed for consideration 
of Shantung by the conference it might 
prove embarrassing to the British, 
French and Italian delegations, whose 
Governments are signatory to the Ver- 
sailles Treaty provisions regarding 
Shantung; that this embarrassment 
might be avoided if China and Japan 
could deal with the matter directly. 

The newly arrived Chinese unofficial 
delegation brings resolutions adopted 
just prior to their departure from China 
demanding a complete settlement of the 
Shantung question and that the Chinese 
official delegation force the issue in the 
conference. The official delegation has 
not decided what its course will be, 
whether it will yield to suggestions from 
American, British, French and Italian 
quarters fer a direct diplomatic setfle- 
ment with Japan outside the conference, 
or surrender to the fresh demand just 
brought from China.

Soon after the work was under way 
Morse and some of his assistants became 
involved in disputes with the Emer- 
gency Fieet Corporation and their cred- 
itors. Allegations concerning the con- 
tracts were presented to the Walsh In- 
vestigating Committee, but they were 
not pressed. 

The contracts which Morse made with 
the Government were closed soon after 
the United States entered the war. The 
first, for the construction of twelve 
wooden hulls at the Noank plant of the 
Groton Iron Works, was dated June 15, 
1917. The second.contract was for six 


steel hulls to be built at the Groton 
plant and was closed Aug. ll, 1917. The 
third contract, dated Dec. 7, 1917, was 
for twelve steel hulls to be built at 
Alexandria. The final contract, dated 
April 20, 1918, was for an additional six 
steel hulls to be built at Groton. 

Investigation of the Morse contracts 
was started soon after Chairman Lasker 
made Elmer Schlesinger general coun- 
sel of the Shipping Board. After this 
j.eliminary inquiry Mr. Schlesinger 
asked for the appointment of Mr. 
Dobyns, then in Chicago, to make @ 
thorough investigation of the relation- 
ship between Morse and the Govern- 
ment.

Financial Conferences Next Month? 


From yesterday’s announcement it has 
now become apparent that a financial 
conference will have to be called next 
month at the latest, at which the mora- 
torium proposal will be made. At the 
same time the pending question of the 
ratification by England of the Wies- 
baden agreement will also be thrashed 
out. In the situation thus presented 
there are great possibilities of a settle- 
ment satisfactory to all parties. Eng- 
land, it is expected, will offer her ap- 
proval of the Wiesbaden agreement and 
of the continued payment in kind by 
Germany to France in return for 
France's. acceptance of the August dis- 
tribution terms and the granting of a 
moratorium to Germany. 


Such a settlement would have distinct

France Will Oppose Moratorium.

PARIS, Nov. 29.—France will oppose 
any suggestion to grant a moratorium 
to Germany. This statement was made 
at the French Foreign Office this morn- 
ing when the semi-official suggestion 
that has been made in the English press 
was called to the attention of the Min- 
istry. 

No official proposal relating to a 
moratorium has been made either to 
the French Government or to the Rep- 
aration Commission by the British 
Government, and tme publication of the 
statement that such a proposal is con- 
templated is merely preparation for the 
definite plan which it is known Great 
Britain will offer later. The French 
negative is therefore simply tactical. 

Even before the Reparation Commis- 
sion went to Berlin the granting of a 
moratorium for two or three years was 
suggested, and in Berlin, it is stated on 
good authority, its necessity became 
evident to more members of the com- 
mission than the British. But the com- 


mission found itself faced with the neces- 
sity of keeping up an appearance of 
unity and force before the German in- 
dustrial magnates, who were seeking to 
outmanoeuvre both the commission and 
the Wirth Government, which even 
France is anxious to keep in power as 
long as possible. 

Furthermore, the commission, as a 
whole, was convinced that not only 
would it be politic to ingist on the next 
payment being made by Germany, but 
that it was possible for her to make it. 
It therefore issued, over the signature 
of the British delegate, Sir John Brad- 
bury,, the famous declaration that Ger- 
many could and must pay. That state- 
ment still stands as the commissfon’s

MOSCOW, Nov. 29 (Associated Press). 
—The Russian ruble is still depreciating. 
It now requires 200,000 of them to pur- 
chase a dollar. In one day the dollar 
has jumped from 150,000 to 200,000 ru- 
bles, which is the most violent fluctua- 


tion since the free trade policy was in- 
augurated. 

It is attributable to the scramble of 
possessors of large quantities of rubles 
to obtain foreign money at any price, 
aceelerated by a recent decree for the 
issuance of new paper money on Dec. 1. 
Under the new form of printing the 
present high numerals will be elimi- 
nated, the notes returning to the one- 
ruble unit, which will be worth 10,000 of 
the present notes.

TEN HURT IN CRASH 


Track at 225th Street Is Heard 
Blocks Away. 


Six men and four women were injured 
in a rear-end collision between two 
northbound Broadway subway trains at 
Broatiway and 227th Street yesterday. 
All of those injured were able to leave 
for their homes after treatment by sur- 
geons from Fordham and Columbus 
Hospitals. 

The second train, in charge of Motor- 
man Alfred Arcourt, entered the 225th 
Street station in the wake of another 
northbound train which had just pulled 
out.

Riegelmann Confirms Statement. 


Borough President Riegelmann said he 
understood the building had been in- 
| spected regularly and approved by the 
[ inspectors. 

According to information obtained at 
the Brooklyn Building Department, the 
plans were approved on Aug. 2, 1921, 
Rosenthal & Moskowitz of 20 State 
Street, Manhattan, listed as the owners, 
and C. A. Sandblom of 19 West Forty- 
fifth Street, Manhattan, as the architect. 

‘‘T haven’t the slightest idea as to 
what caused the accident,’’ Moskowitz 
told a reporter for THE NEw YorkK

I believe the inspector's name was Nes- 
bit, or something like that.

FERGUSON DIVORCE 
REVEALED BY COURT 


Wife of Nephew of Philip D. Ar- 
mour Won Decree, $5,000 
Alimony Order Shows. 


‘SUIT FILED JULY 2, 1920 


Husband Was Charged With Mis- 
conduct With Woman on House- 
boat—Denled Charges. 


The signing yesterday by Supreme 
Court Justice McAvoy of an order direct- 
ing Armour Ferguson, grandson of Her- 
man O. Armour of Chicago and nephew 
of Philip D. Armour, to pay $5,000 a 
year alimony to Mrs. Molly Tackaberry 
Ferguson of 18 East Ninth Stréet, under 
a divorce decree, was the first intimation 
that Mrs. Ferguson had applied for a 
aivorce. 

Mr. Ferguson’s mother, Mrs. Juliana 
Armour Ferguson, who was the widow 
of Dr. Farquhar Ferguson and lived at 
36 West Fifty-ninth Street, died in St. 
Vincen?s Hospital on Sunday. Her 
son made his home with her after his 
separation from his wife at about the 
time the divorce action was brought. 
The suit was filed on July 2, 1920, but 
the case was not tri¢d until recently, 
when in order to avold publicity the 
parties applied in the Supreme Court 
for the appointment of a referee to hear 
the suit In secret. 

After the referee had been named, 
Samuel Untermyer, counsel for Mrs. 
Ferguson, offered testimony of alleged 
misconduct by Mr. Ferguson with a 
weman not named, on the double-decked 
motor houseboat owned by his mother. 
The houseboat was destroyed last Feb- 
ruary ,off the coast of Florida, where 
the elder Mrs. Ferguson spent her 
Winters, with a loss of $50,000, including 
personai property and valuable jewelry. 


Mr. Ferguson denied the cnarges, but 
the referee reported in favor of Mrs. 
Ferguson, and after taking testimony 
as to the defendant’s financial ability, 
recommended that $5,000 a year alimony 
be aid. Justice McAvoy’s opinion, 
which brought the case to light yester- 
day, directed that Ferguson give a bond 
of $10,000 to secure the payment of 
alimony, and said: 

“The referees conclusions as to 
maintenance and support, and security 
therefor, I consider fair and reasonable, 
and will enter judgment confirming his 
report both as findings of guilt of the 
defendant and thé Just sum to be paid 
as a means of maintenance.”’ 

The referee's report was filed on Oct. 
$1 and objections were taken at once in 
behalf of the défendant. The papers in 
the casé are sealed. 

Mrs. Ferguson's engagement to the de- 
fendant was announce In 1913, in which 

ear she was 6 débutante. She is of 

Inglish birth and n.ade her home in 
New York with her aunt, Mrs. Joseka de 
Imre Herczeg, She was married to Mr. 
Ferguson In tebruary, 1914. 

Mr. Ferguson, who attended Yale, and 
was a participant in automobile races 
before his marriage, is a member of the 
New York Yacht Club.

CAREFUL PLANS FOR DEATH 


| Lost Battalion Hero Completed Law 


Work, Made Will and Left 
Nine Letters to Friends. 


A wireless message from Captain 
Grant, master of the United Fruit liner 
Toloa, was received by THE Times last 
containing further information 
about the déath of Lieut. Col. Charles 
W. Whittlesey, who jumped overboard 


from the ship en route from New York 


to Havana. The text of the radio mes- 


'sage to THR Times follows: 


‘Colonel C. W. Whittlesey, passenger 
New York to Havana, disappeared from 
ship during night of Saturday, Nov. 26. 


| He left a letter addressed to me giving 


me various instructions regarding dispo- 


sition of his baggage and also requested 


me to send several wireless messages,

at Havana. Appeared normal and in 
good spirits when he left smoking room 
about 11:15 Saturday night to retire."’

not arrive there until late this after- 
noon, although she is due this morning.

He dictated it to one of the 
stenographers in our office and called in 
two of the assistants, Fitzhugh McGrew 
and Jesse E. Waid, to witness it. 


Not Thought Unusual. 


“‘ Nobody considered it at all out of; 


the ordinary for him to do that at the 
time, for lawyers are always drawing up 
their own wills and asking somebody in 
the office to witness them. For that 
reason, very little notice was paid to it, 
and the exact terms of the will are not 
remembered in the office. The stenog- 
rapher to whom he dictated it, however, 
recalls in a general way that it was very 


brief and left all his property to his 
mother, who lives in Pittsfield, Mass. 
He named as executor John B. Pruyn of 
2 Rector Street, his former law partner. 
Colonel Whiitlesey put the will in a safe 
Geposit box at the Mercantile Trust 
Company. We have not found the key, 
so it has not been possible to examine 
the document.”’ 

Mr. Pruyn said he believed the will 
made last week was a new one, revoking 
a former instrument. ‘‘ Not only in 
drawing up the will, but in the way he 
left his law work here he shewed that 
he had prepared for his death,’’ Mr.

died there. 

One of the poignant post-war exper- 
iences which, according to friends of 
Col. Whittlesey, helped to depress his 
spirits was the combination of circum- 
stances which permitted the body of 
Private John J. Monson, an outstanding 
hero of the ‘‘ Lost Battalion,’’ to lie 
j unclaimed for four days in the city 
morgue after his death last Summer. 
Monson, who was in Whittlesey’s bat- 
{talion, broke through the German Tines 
surrounding the *' Lost Battalion ’’ and 
carried a message asking for ammuni- 
tion and rations to regimental head- 
| quarters. For this, Monson received the 
| Medaille Militaire, the Croix de Guerre, 
jand the Distinguished Service Cross. 
After the war, he re-enlisted, but dis- 
appeared from Governor's Island, and 
was not heard from until he died in 
Bellevue Hospital of tuberculosis, in- 
duced by German _ gas. A relative 
finally identified the body, however, and 
notified the American Legion. Monson 
was buried with full military honors, 
and Col. Whittlesey got up from a sick 
bed to attend the funeral. He walked 
behind the hearse in the procession 
and went to the burial at the National 
Cemetery at Cypress. Hills. It was 
typical of Col. Whittlesey, his friends 
sald, to risk his Hfe by rising from his 
sick-bed to pay tribute to a private 
soldier. 

‘‘He was a victim engulfed in a sea 
of woe,’’ said Mr. Little. ‘‘ His last 
work as Chairman of the Red Cross Roll 
Call this month was all based on the 
suffering of the wounded. He would go 
to two or three funerals every week, 
visit the wounded-in the hospitals, and 
try to comfort the relatives of the dead.”’ 


Ne Woman Involved. 


“There was no woman involved in 
this,"’ Mr. Little went on. ‘In ten 
years or more that I had known him, 
I never heard him mention the name of 
@ woman. When he was not at home, 
he would usually be found at the Wil- 
liams or Harvard Club, reading or 
studying or talking with some friends." 

His last day in New York, last Fri- 
day, was spent in his law office. Mr. 
Little remembers Colonel Whittlesey 
going to lunch that day with Allen Mc- 
Carty, one of the assistants in the firm, 


and returning in a care free mood. 
They nodded as they passed near the 
entrance of the office, Mr. Little going 
out as Whittlesey returned. 

No one has been found to whom Colo- 
nel Whittlesey gave any inkling of his 
| plans, either to end his life or to take 
|@ sea voyage. On leaving his office 
| ¥riday he said he would be back Tues- 
day. That evening he took a woman 
friend to the theatre, and appeared in 
a jolly mood. Before going to bed he 
{told his housekeeper to have breakfast 
‘for him at 8 o'clock Saturday morning. 
He sailed at 11 A. M. Saturday. 

After news of his death was received 
it was found that he had told several 
persons he was going to visit his family 
|in Pittsfield over the week-end, but had 
‘gone to the office of the American Ex- 








| press Company at 61 Broadway on Fri- 
day and had bought a ticket for Ha- 
vana. The first radio message from the 
Toloa concerning Colonel Whittlesey’s 
death was received be the General Pas- 
senger Agent of the United Fruit Com- 
pany at 4 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
It said that a passenger named C. W. 
Whittlesey had disappeared from the 
ship at sea. The passenger was not 
| identified as Colonel Whittlesey at first.

Company, at the time the message was 
received. Keith also knew Colonel 
Whittlesey, and both men asked at 
once if the passenger was Colonel Whit- 
tlesey.

American Legion’s Statement. 


The American Legion, through William 
F. Deegan, State Commander, issued 
the following statement yesterday from 
State Headquarters in the Hall of Rec- 
ords: 


“The American Legion of New York 
has suffered a grievous blow in the 
death of Colonel Charles W. Whittlesey. 
Whittlesey was one of the whitest, 
cleanest and most sympathetic men in 
the whole Legion, and had been of in- 
estimable value to the organization in 
his efforts to better the condition of 
wounded and disabled ex-service men. 

‘* Whether or not his death was volun- 
tary is not of moment, although the 
American Legion knows of no man who 
was so completely busied with the care 
and consideration of ex-service men in 
trouble. It is easily conceivable that 
the burden of so many individual cases 
upon his sympathetic nature may have 
been overwhelming. It should prove a 
lesson to the rest of us Americans that 
there is still a great deal to be done for 
those who suffered for all of us. 

“The American Legion has lost a gen- 
uine friend and worker. Telegrams of 
condolence have been sent from State 
headquarters to the family. We must 
take upon our shoulders the tasks he had 
himself struggled under. 

None of Colonel Whittlesey’s intimates, 
in or out of the service, doubts that 
it was melancholia caused by his ex- 
periences in the war and his _ brooding 
over the suffering of disabled saldiers 
that caused him to take his life. Inci- 
dents that: illuminated his, sensitiveness 
to the horrors of war and its after- 
math were added one upon the other 
yesterday. It was recalled that in one 
of his few lapses from silence about his 
war experiences he told of one harrow- 
ing episode that particularly affected 
him in the war.

Craig’s Address to Ulster Parliament. 


BELFAST, Nov. 29 (Associated 
Press).—‘‘ By Tuesday next these nego- 
tiations will have broken down or the 
Prime Minister will send me new pro- 
posals for consideration by the Cab- 
inet,’’ said the statement made by Sir 
James Craig to the Ulster Parliament 
today with regard to the Irish peace 
negotiations. 

“Meantime,” the Ulster Premier’s 
statement added, ‘‘ the rights of Ulster 
will be in no way. sacrificed or com- 
promised.’’ 

The Ulster Premier said he had told 
Prime Minister Lioyd George that the 
British Government's proposals to Ulster 
for the settlement of the Irish question 
were utterly impossible. He said Uister 
would not enter an All-Ireland Parlia- 
ment under the present conditions, but 
was prepared to discuss other avenues 
for settlement. 

The Premier said the accounts of the 
Government's plans for an All-Ireland 
Parliament that had appeared in the 
press were “fairly accurate.”’ 

Sir James made these statements in 
speaking to a motion for adjournment. 


Special Police Enrolled. 


Replying to a question, he said the 
Northern Ireland Cabinet had given in- 
structions for the immediate enrolment 
of 700 whole-time ‘“ specials ’’ and 5,000 
part-time ‘ specials’’ to complete the 
establishment of these forces. 

Sir James, in his speech with regard to 
the negotiations, referred to the mention 
that has been made cf the name of 
Andrew Bonar Law in connection with 
the attitude of the Unionist Party on 
Ulster. The Premier said he had no 
means of learning what Mr. Bonar 
Law’s intentions were for the future, 
but he ventured to predict that if ever 


Ulster found itself in a difficulty similar 
to that from which ft had now emerged 
it would not call in vain upon Mr. Bonar 
Law to take up Ulster’s cause. 

Sir James declared Ulster would 
neither be intimidated nor coerced. She 
was not blocking the way to a settle- 
ment, he insisted. The Sinn Fein now 
had had a, Week to say whether it would 
continue to work for a settlement or if 
the negotiations were to be broken off, 
and Ulster, he insisted, would not be to 
blame if a break should occur. 

On the subject of the enrolments or- 
dered: and other policing measures taken 
ir Ulster Sir James said:

CHURCHILL WOULD GO ON. 


Still Has Hope for Irish Settlement | 
—Praises Harding Plan. 


LONON, Nov. 29 (Associated Press).— 
Winston Spencer Churchill, Colonial 
Secretary, in a speech In London to- 
night, spoke strongly in favor of not 
allowing the Irish negotiations to drop. 
He believed that hope had not yet been 
extinguished. 

Mr. Churchill warmly welcomed the 
sublime act of faith of President Har- 
ding and Secretary of State Hughes, 
which, he declared, promised to bring 





|about a triple understanding between 
}the United States, 


Great Britain and 
Japan on Pacific problems. England, 
he said, would do everything possible for 
its success. 

The Secretary advocated andther triple 
understanding between England, France 
and Germany, as the only possible 
means which must be persistently pur- 

.ed for the financial and economic 
restoration of BKurope. 

Mr. Churchill addressed a gathering 
of overseas bankers. 

In favoring a continuance of the nego- 
tiations until an honorable settlement 
of the Irish problem was attained, he 
declared that those conducting the ne- 
gotiations were ‘‘ animated by an ob- 
stinent persistence in the cause of 
peace.”’ 

“I do not think that the light of 
hope has been extinguished,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ On the contrary I am certain 
that any one who failed to persevere at 
this juncture, faithfully and patiently, 
would be taking on himself responsi- 
bilitles for which history would hold 
him accountable.’’ 

Discussing the Washington conference, 
Mr. Churchill said: 

*“ Across the Atlantic there is a great 
international situation, where surely 
daylight is breaking, where one sees 
great events, with brilliant hopes of im- 
provement in the condition of world af- 
fairs. A triple arrangement of under- 
standin between the United States 
Great Britain and Japan to secure the 
peaceful development of the Pacific is in 
& fair way to be achieved. It has been 
greatly advanced by the sublime act of 
aith with which the American Presi- 
dent and his Secretary of State have 
enriched the world. Everything in Great 
Britain's power to bring the American 
offer to success will be done.” 

Mr. Churchill contended that another 
triple friendly association, namely, be- 
tween Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many, was necessary for the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe and the re-creation of | 
Europe’s financial prosperity. People 
would say they never could hope for 
such a combination. But, he declared, 
nothing less was adequate to meet the 
difficulties and the perils of the present 
economic situation of Europe, and, 
whether easy or difficult to bring it 
about, Great Lritain’s path must be 
pursued persistently and consistently to 
that end. : 

‘We must not make friends with Ger- 
many at the expense of France,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘but I am confident of the 
genius of the French people, and their 
wisdom is such as to lead them to real- 
ize that nothing less than a prosperous 
and contented Germany will serve the 
purpose of reviving and regenerating the 
prosperity of Europe.’’ 

On the subject of reparations Mr. 
Churchill said he was delighted to see 
the steady and remorseless march of the 
statesmen of all countries toward finan- 
cial sanity and recognition of the non- 
sensical nature of the idea of extracting 
$20,000,000,000 from Germany. 

In conclusion he emphasized that Great 
Britatin’s debt to the United States made 
it difficult for her to purchase in Amer- 
ican markets the raw material required 
for her industries, which meant great 
impairment of England’s position, and 
he declared that everything possible 
must be done to revive the consuming 
power of Europe and Asta.

Mr. Stetson, who was general counsel 
to J. P. Morgan & Co. and the United 
States Steel Corporation, died on Dec. 
5, 1920, ‘leaving an estate valued at 
about $2,500,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—President 
Uarding has established a question box 
for the semi-weekly press conferences at 
the White House. ‘Hereafter every cor- 
respondent will submit his questions In 
writing before he enters the President’s 
office. These will

not, as he sees fit. 

Heretofore the President has talked 
freely with correspondents and under 
the new arrangement he has no thought 
of abandoning his practice of perfect 
frankness. When he did not wish to 
discuss a question put to him he said 
so frankly. What has led him to try 
~ritten questions has been the fact that 
at times conflicting interpretations have 
been placed on his refusal to answer. 

It is an unwritten law in Washington 
that in White House conferences with 
newspaper men the President is quoted 
neither directly nor indirectly. The 
information the President gives to the 
press in his semi-weekly conferences is 
to outline the Administration’s attitude 
on public questions with the result that 


very often when he phrases “high offi- 
cials in the Administration,” or “it was 
learned at the White House that,’’ ap- 
pear in Washington dispatches, they 
refer to topics that have been discussed 
at the White House press conferences. 

The presence in Washington of an in- 
creased number of correspondents, both 
from Europe and the United States, 
because of the Conference on the Limi- 
fation of Armament, has more than 
doubled the attendance when 
President receives the press.

MRS. VANDERLIP PLEADS

Says Middle Class In Europe Are 
Too Poor to Get Education— 
Professors Are Starving. 


Mrs. Frank A, Vanderlip, who has 
gust returned from Europe, where she 
has visited fifteen countries, told at the 
headquarters of the League of Women 
Voters of the serious condition of stu- 
dents abroad and the great need of 


money to aid them. She herself has 
sent five Turkish girls and one Russian 
to the Woman's College at Constanti- 
mople, and she said yesterday that she 
would propose to the league to support 
$200 scholarship for another girl in 
the medical school of the college in 
memory of Dr. Helen Brown, who was 
head of the Department of Social Hy- 
giene of the league. 

Mrs. Vanderlip made a careful study 
of the conditions of the students in the 
countries she visited, and has promised 
to speak in New York in the interest of 
the European Student Relief for the 
World’s Christian Student Federation. 

“Through other student bodies of the 
world, including China and Japan, $30,- 
000 was raised last year,’’ said Mrs. 
sanderiip, ‘and they wish to raise 
$100,000 this year.’ 

“There is a great change in the stu- 
@ent conditions in the countries I vis- 
fted,’’ continued Mrs. Vanderlip. ‘‘ The

NOW TOTAL SEVEN 


Keith, Yale Rescue Hero, to Re- 
ceive Military Honors—T wo 


Still Missing.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 29.—Ttite 
deaths due to the Rialto moving picture 
theatre fire were today brought to a to- 
tal of seven, four of the injured, Ever- 
ett Case, Victor Cortler, Allan Keith 
and Miss Mabel Moran, having died dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours, The list 
of those in a critical condition was to- 
night announced by the three city hos- 
pitals and the Yale infirmary as ten. 
Between fifty and sixty other persons 
who are less seriously burned or bruised 
are reported out of danger. Seventy 
still remain in the hospitals, however. 

Although Lawrence Carrojl, manager 
of the Rialto, has been arrested and 
held under $1,000 bonds, -his counsel 
maintains that he acts not in a personal 
capacity, but for the Block Picture Cor- 
poration of Boston, which is understood 
to have an arrangement. with the 
Famous Players’ Company. Yale Uni- 
versity officials have requested confer- 
ences with the city officials to assure 
safer conditions for undergraduates. 

Allan Keith of Southport, the sopho- 
more who died from burns sustained at 
the fire, will be buried with the honors 
accorded to war heroes. His funeral 
will be held tomorrow in the college 
chapel, and a memorial to his bravery 
in returning into tbe burning theatre 
and rescuing several women and chil- 
dren after he had made his escape will 
be raised at Yale. He is said to be the 
first Yale undergraduate to perish in a 
theatre fire. He is a member of that 
Keith family which is intimately con- 
nected with the American stage.

of the amount arpropriated by the 
Board of Hstimate te the Board of 
Aldermen. The Board of Aldermen have 
no power except ‘to consider such budget 
as is made by the Board of Estimate 
and submitted by such board te the 
Board of Aldermen. ‘The Board of 
Aldermen may_ not inerease such 
amounts nor vary the terms or con-

War Office Says Woman Spy Had 
Nothing to Do With His Death.

LONDON, Novy, 29.—The War Office 
issued today an official denial of the 
story that a woman spy had anything 
to do with the death of Lord Kitchener. 
The film which made betrayal ot 
Kitchener's plans by a young officer to 
a woman the chief feature of a picture 
purporting to show how the War Minis- 
ter died hag aroused a storm of criticism 
and has been banned by the London 
County Couneil. 
The War Office not only denies the 
story absolutely, but shows that the 
women. li[bie Boecker, who has boasted 
in Beriin that she was the spy in ques- 
tion, ceuld have had nothing to do with 
the tragedy.

Junction from Supreme Court Justice 
Charies L. Guy, enjoining the Cloak, 
Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association from doing anything ; 
that would violate the agreement be- 
tween the union and the association, 
which has until June 1, 1922, to run. 
The injunction was sweeping in char- 
acter and it wes the first time that a 
labor union has invoked the conspiracy 
law against employers in this way, al- 
though many employers. have enjoined | 
the unions under that law. The case| 
was brought ‘‘ to vindicate the principic | 
that there is one law for the rich and | 


the poor,’’ the union said. 

The order was made returnable on 
Monday when the manufacturers will 
be required to show cause why the in- 
junction should not be continued dur-| 
ing the action. 

The legal fight promises to be the} 
most important civil process undertaken | 
in the United States on behaif of labor! 
unions. It was begun in the interest 
of 55,000 cloak workers, members of |! 
eleven local unions. who stopped work | 
on Nov. 14 when the employers re-| 
introduced the system of piece-work and | 
the forty-nine-hour week in place of the 
week-work system and the forty-four- | 
hour week, which began in 1919 and was! 
te have continued until June 1, 1922, | 
under a joint agreement. 

In commenting on the action yester- 
day, Mr. Untermyer said: 

‘* The sweeping scope of the order and 
the detailed facts on which it is based 
speak for themselves. The documents | 
expose this association and its members , 
as persistent and chronic contract | 
breakers.

unbroken record of violated pledges} 
would rightly be regarded as an outlaw | 
and would be denounced from one end of 
the country to the other. 

‘““This case squarely presents the is- 
sue of whether the law, which has 
proved itself strong enough to curb and} 
punish unlawful activities of labor 
unions, will also prove strong enough 
to protect the unions against unlawful 
ects of the employers. It 1s high tinie 
that the test be made in the wide pub- 
lic interest. I em confident that the re- | 
sponse of the courts will be such &$ 
to lend added res ect to the administra- 
tion of justice.”’ 


Want Law Vindicated. 


Mr. Hillquit and Benjamin Schlesin- 
ger, President of the unfon, made the 
following joint statement: 

‘“In hundreds of cases in the 
working men have been restrained by the | 
courts from calling or conducting strikes 
in violation of their agreements. This 
is, we believe, the first case of impor- 
tance in which the workers seek to in- 
voke the lew against the employers. The | 
particular application of the principle, 
is novel, but the princzpie :tself is not.

Employes’ Spokesman Asserts 
Rail Officials’ Interests Cause 
Excessive Charges to Roads.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Continuing 
his testimony today at the hearing of the 
Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, on suggested amendments to the 
Transportation act, Frank J. Warne, 
representing railroad employes, read into 
the record the names of hundreds of 
railway officials who, he asserted, are 
financially interested in railway supply 
companies as Directors, stockholders or 
bondholders. The corporations in which 
he contends these officials are interested 
include practically all of the large steel, 
electrical, oil, and other plants in the 
States, the output of which is 
necessarw in the equipment, mainte- 
nance and operation of railroads. 

‘‘It is not intended to give the im- 
pression,’’ said Mr. Warne, ‘‘ that this 
relation between railway officials and 


; supply houses from which purchases are 


made, as illustrated in the cases of the 
officials above mentioned, is in every in- 
stance to be condemned. I am not ngw 
expressing my opinion or passing judg- 
ment.

The ownership 
of stock in coal companies by railroad 
officials and employes, he added, had, in 
his opinfon, created a ‘‘serious and 
Cangerous ’’ condition. 

“‘It should not,’’ he added, ‘‘ need the 
authority of a statute to establish the 
commonplace principle of right conduct 
that the plain duty of a railway official 
forbids him to gain a personal profit at 
the expense of the railroad company 
through contracts with or sales to it by 
supply companies. Such profit is gained 
through ,participation in interest pay- 
ments on bonds or dividends on stocks 
of supply companies to which the rail- 
way lets its contract at high prices, just 
as much as if an out and out bribe were 
given to the railway officials. With this 
ethical aspect of the situation, as weli 
as with resulting discriminations, con- 
cessions, and like favoritism, I am not 
kere concerned. My particular object is 
to call attention to the fact that through 
such practices the expenses of the rail- 
roads are increased, the net revenues 
decreased, a smaller amount is neces- 
sarily left for operating income, and the 
rate of return is likewise reduced. 

‘* It is common knowledge among those 
familiar with the facts that railway 
supply companies in which railroad offi- 
cials are pecuniarily interested have 
been and are fattening off the pur- 
chases from them by the railroads. At- 
tention has been directed toward the 
exorbitant earnings and huge surplus of 
the United States Steel Corporation, in 
which railroad officials are interested 
as Directors, bondholders and _ stock- 
holders. But the Steel Corporation is not 
the only supply concern that is ‘ milk- 
ing’ the railroads while the public 
stands by patiently feeding the trans- 
portation company with higher and ever 
higher freight and passenger rates. <A 
Congressional investigation or an _ in- 
vestigation by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee will undoubtedly disclose the 
significant fact that in recent years all 
the railway supply companies, and they 
number into thousands, have reported 
high surplus earnings to be added to 
their already accumulated surplus 
secured through high prices to the rail- 
roads for the supplies so purchased,”’

‘For-one thing they 
did not have rain to contend with and 
drivers and chauffeurs seemed to realize 
that traffic regulation by policewomen 
in skirts and caps was not a joke. Major 
Jean Dean Barnes with her adjutant, 
Major Rose Levy, made a tour of Man- 
battan and the Bronx, checking up on 
the reserves at street crossings. 

‘*The women are doing excellent work 
and in this they have the heartiest co- 
peration of the police,’’ said Major 
Barnes. ‘‘ Indeed, if I were asked to 
give the outstanding feature uf the day's 
observation, I would say that it was the 
courteousness of members of the uni- 
formed force. We § visited station 
houses, and in each found evidence of 
this willingness to help. In one station 
the Lieutenant said that they had had 
only five men to cover ten crossings. The 
use of five of the reserves enabled them 
to cover the school district.

LENGLEN DISPUTE 
INVOLVES MYRICK 


French Tennis Body Says ‘High- 
est Official’ Called Her 
‘Quitter’ in Letter. 


THINKS PLAYER’S CASE GOOD 


Blame for U. S. Association Is Ex- 
pressed In Resolution—De Joan- 
nis’s Resignation Accepted. 


PARIS, Nov. 29 (Associated Press).— 
The French Lawn Tennis Federation to- 
day accepted the resignation of Cap- 
tain Albert R. de Joannis as a member 
and ag Vice President of that organiza- 
tion. The resignation of Captain de 
Joannis, who was manager for Mlle. 
Suzanne Lenglen, French woman tennis 


champion, on her trip to America last | 
Summer, was tendered last Sunday in| 


protest against the federation’s con- 
demnation of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association ‘‘for unjustifned com- 
mentaries upon the sporting spirit of 
Mile. Lenglen.’’ 

Accompanying the federation’s ac- 
ceptance of the resignation was a reso- 
lution stating that the French organiza- 
tion had ‘‘no quarrel with the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association but 
objected to the unmeasured terms of 
the highest official of American tennis 
branding Mlle. Lenglen as a quitter.’’ 

‘‘ With all due respect to the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association,” said 
President Wallet of the French federa- 
tion today, “we could not pass un- 
noticed the letter written by its highest 
officer openly charging Mlle. Lenglen 
with ‘ feigning illness.’’’ [The “* highest 
officer ’’ in American tennis Is Julian S, 


Myrick, President of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association.] 


Where Blame Is Placed. 


“In the face of certificates from three 
doctors, one American and two French.” 
the official continued, “ we felt that Mlle. 
Lenglen had a good case and was 
physically unfit to play. We blamed 
her manager for remaining in America 
when he was convinced that Mile. Leng- 
len’s condition was unfit for her to 
make. her best efforts, and we blamed 
the American association for expressing 
the judgment that she was playing 
comedy. 

“We blamed Mile. Lenglen for lack 
of sportsmanship, but the American ten- 


nis official’s terms wero considered too 
severe. We stand by a communiqué 
given out to the press by the American 
Committee for Devastated France, pub- 
lished in American Lawn ‘Tennis on 
Sept. 15, which recognized that Mlle. 
Lenglen was unfit to play.” 

Mile. Lenglen, with her mother and 
father, left Paris yesterday, so that it 
was impossible to reach her today to 
obtain a statement. However, a report 
on file at the Federation headquarters, 
prepared by one of the most prominent 
lawyrs of Paris on her behalf, says 
Mile. Lenglen absolutely denies having 
danced any evening following any 
match in which she defaulted. The re- 
port says, however, that she did dance 
on other evenings because she thought 
it was a good form of training. 


Too Ill to Play for President. 


Concerning her alleged refusal to play 
a match before President Harding, a re- 
port which has been prominently current 
in French tennis circles, Mile. Lenglen 
authorized M. Gillou, a Vice President 
of the French Federation, to say “she 
was so ill that day she could not have 
lifted a racket.” 

The chief controversial point between 
the American and French organizations 
appears to be over the letter said to 
have been written by the chief official 
of the American organization, which the 


French officials say was couched in too 
emphatic terms. The attitude of the 
French officials today was: ‘‘ We must 
refer American public opinion to the 
communiqué of the American Commit- 
tee for devastated France, which re- 
fused to accept responsibility for letting 
Mile. Lenglen play while the matter 
vitally concerned her health.’ ”’ 


Reference in the foregoing dispatch to 
the ‘* highest officer ’’ in American ten- 
nis is undoubtedly to Julian S. Myrick, 
who is President of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association. An effort 
was made.last night to get in touch with 
Mr. Myrick, but he had not returned to 
his home here from a trip to Syracuse. 
At the offices of the U. S. L, T. A. all 
questions were referred to Mr. Myrick 
himself. No letter such as that men- 
tioned in the Paris dispatch has reached 
publication in this country. 


RANKING BODY MEETS. 


U. S. L. T. A. Begins Deliberations 
on Rating of Players. 


The Banking Committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Committee held its 
first formal session yesterday at the As- 
sociation offices, 20 Broad Street, to 
deliberate over the choice of the ten 
highest ranking lawn tennis players of 
the country for 1921. Instead of rank- 
ing an indefinite number of players this 
year, the committee is confining itself 
to the twenty foremost racquet wielders. 
Last year there were 167 on the national 
list, but the ranking of players outside 
the first twenty is being left this year 
to the twelve sectional associations of 
the ag met A 

The National Ranking Committee is 
composed of Holcombe Ward of the Sea- 
bright Lawn Tennis and Cricket Club, 
former national champion and interna- 
tionalist, as Chairman; B Thorward 
of Cleveland, Russell N. Dana of Paw- 
tucket, R. I.; Dr. Philip B. Hawk of 
Philadelphia, and Abraham Bassford, 
Jr., of this city. The members compared 
their individual findings and will reach 
their final decisions within a day or 
two. The results will be given out at 
the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the U. 8S. L. T. A., on Dec. 17, and 
the rankings of the various sectional as- 
sociations will be announced at the same 
time.

GARGAN QUITS N. Y.U. 
TO COACH FORDHAM 


Violet’s Mentor to Replace Du- 
Moe and Will Have Charge 
of All Maroon’s Athletics. 


The long contemplated change in the 
Management of all athletics at Ford- 
ham University was affected yesterday| 
when Frank S. Gargan, head football 
coach at New York University during the 
last two season, was designated by the 
faculty director of athlictics as graduate 
Tanager of all undergraduate sport 
activities. Gargan will assume his duties 
in this new role at cnce. Gargan has also 
been appointed head coach of the 
Maroon football team for the season of 
1922, thus displacing Joe DuMoe, who 
has held forth as the Fordham gridiron 
mentor for the last two seasons. 

Though it had been plainly evident in 
the last two weeks that some radical 
changes along the line of sports at 
Fordham were imminent, this double 
assignment of Frank Gargan was more 
than anything that was hoped for by 
even the most optimistic Fordhamites. 
A movement Kad been on foot to restore} 
Gargan to his old position as football 
coach at Fordham, but there had been 


no intimation that he would also receive 
the appointment as graduate manager. 
Great though the surprise was, the 
favorable comment was still greater. It! 
seemed to be the general opinion that 
a better man than Gargan to attempt 
to put Fordham in a prominent place 
in the athletic world could not have 
been found. 

Gargan was formally introduced to 
the Maroon students last night at din- 
ner by Raymond McCauley, '22, presi-| 
dent of the Fordham University Athletic 
Association. The two speakers for the

occasion were Walter A. Lynch, '15, and 
Raymond D. O'Connell, ’°16, both of 
whom were largely instrumental in ob- 
taining the services of Gargan. 

Gargan is no stranger to Fordham or 
to Fordham athletics. He spent eight 
years at the Bronx Institution, four in 
Fordham Prep and four in St. John’s 
College. He was graduated from the high 
school in 1907 and four years later re- 
ceived his A. b. degree at the comple- 
tion of his college course. 

He was very active in all branches of 
athletics during both his prep school 
and his college days. He played four 
years of baseball, football and basket- 
ball in 
next to Frankie Frisch to be the best 
all-round athlete ever developed at Ford- 
ham Prep. During his first two years 
in ae Gargan starred as the varsity 
quarterback. In 1909, however, football 
was dropped at Fordham and Gargan 
was forced to confine his activities to 
the basketball court and the diamond. 
He made quite a success in both these 
lines, bué his ability in neither was 
quite up to his natural football ability. 

Gargan has also had quite a bit of 
experience along the coaching line, both 
at New York University and at Ford- 
ham. His greatest accomplishment in 
this field was the famoys Fordham 
football machine of 1916, which, under 
Gargan’s tutelage, defeated all its op- 
ponents. His last two years have been 
spent at N. Y. U., where due to a dearth 
of mesterial Gargan was able to turn 
out but mediocre elevens. 

The departure of Joe DuMoe, former 
Fordham and Lafayette football star, 
will be the cause of much regret, for 
DuMoe was a quiet, likable chap, who, 
if he had been left to himself durin 
the last season, would have turned ou 
a much better football team than that 
which represented Fordham on the grid- 
iron.

LBONARD OUTPOINTS 
WARD IN EXHIBITION 


‘Lightweight Champion Has Bet- 


ter of Fast No-Decision 
Bout at Garden. 


Benny Leonard, world’s lightweight 
champion, made his first appearance in 
the ring since last Winter at Madison 
Square Garden last night. The title 


holder engaged Georgie Ward, Elizabeth 
welterweight, in a six-round exhibition 
as the principal attraction on a card of 
bouts conducted under the auspices of 
the Bronx Hospital Relief Fund Com- 
mittee, 

Though announced as a_ sparring 
match, under the orders of the State 
Athletic Commission, the event held 
more action than is ordinarily associated 
with a mere exhibition. As the battle 
progressed after the early rounds, the 
action assumed the proportions of a rez- 
ular battle. No decision was permitted 
at the expiration of the six rounds of 
fast, lively work. However, Leonard 
displayed complete mastery over his 
rival and accumulated enough points to 
win. In the fifth session the champion 
staggered his rial with a typical Leonard 
right to the jaw, which sent his man 
crashing into the ropes. The bell sound- 
ed before the champion-could renew the 
attack. Through the closing round 
Leonard fought hard and to all intents 
and purposes sought for a décisive blow. 
Ward boxed cautiously, however, and 
covered against the titleholder’s spirit- 
ed assault. 

The contest aside from the ee 
of a 
regular bout. No judges officiated but 
the boxers wore the regulation gloves 
instead of pillows, and the hands of 
Leonard were wrapped in bandages as 
for a real contest. Ward was handled 
by a typical coterie of seconds. Leon- 
ard, however, disdained fanning or 
sponging, although he was seconded by 
Manager Billy Gibson and his brother, 
Charlie Leonard, 


Champion Shows to Advantaye. 


The action improved from the second 
round to the finish and Leonard showed 


clearly to advantage. The champion 
missed repeatedly with lefts or rights 
to the face. Ward’s height and longer 
reach, together with the lack of com- 
petition Leonard has experienced, un- 
doubtedly accounted for the champidén’s 
comparative wildness. Leonard sought 
to feint his rival into an opening in 
the second round and, being unsuccess- 
ful, jabbed and hooked Ward with his 
left. Ward took a left jab on the face 
and retaliated with a right cross which 
landed on the side of Leonard's face, 
Ward missed a right for the stomach 
and the champion missed a right for the 
jaw and left hook just before the bell. 

In the third round some of the crowd 
hissed the principals when the action 
slowed. Leonard humped his left in a 
jab and hooked the left to the face re- 
peatedly through this round, beating 
Ward to the punch frequently. The 
champion had Ward on the defensive 
from this point to the final bell. When 
Ward ripped a right uppercut to the 
chin at close quarters early in the fourth 
round Leonard was spurred to action. 
Leonard drove Ward from him with a 
right cross to the face and forced Ward 
to retreat to a neutral corner under a 
shower of snappy left jabs. The cham- 
pion missed, however, when he attempt- 
ed a right. Through the fifth and sixth 
rounds the action waxed warm, with the 
champion forcing his rival steadily be- 
fore an attack which pleased the crowd. 

A crowd of about 8,000 was attracted 
to the show by the prospect of seeing 
Leonard in action and the opportunity 
of doing something for the worthy 
cause. Judging by the size of the 
crowd, even the fact that Leonard was 
appearing only in an exhibition did not 
dim the lustre of the attraction. 


Baird Is Disqualified. 


Earl Baird, Seattle featherweight, and 
Joe Gorman, Portland (Ore.) boxer, 


opened the card in a return bout sched- 
uled for ten rounds. The pair were 
rivals at the Garden last Winter and 
furnished a hurricane scrap. They were 
engaged in a repetition of this slam- 
bang battle when, after twenty-one sec- 
onds of the fifth round, Referee Artie 
McGivern disqualified Baird for fouling. 
In the midst of a slashing mix-up Gor- 
man sank to the canvas from a low left 
hook. Up to the time the foul was rec- 
ognized this had been a spirited en- 
counter, in which both. lads whaled 
away at each other with reckless aban- 
don. Gorman appeared to have an edge 
in the matter o oints for the first 
four rounds. Both boxers weighed 127% 
pounds. 

Pete Hartley, the ‘‘ durable Dane,”’ 
and Joe Benjamin, California light- 
weight, were the combatants in the sec- 
ond bout scheduled for ten rounds. Both 
weighed 135%’ pounds. Like the first 
bout, this contest was spectacular.

The lightweights started hos- 
tilities without preliminary ceremonies 
after the opening gong and did not 
relent until the final gong clanged on 
the battle. It was a clash between two 
fast, punishing hitters and the crowd 
enjoyed it immensely. ee ge was de- 
clared the winner, a verdict which was 
eminently fair and found favor with the 
gathering. 

Willie Jackson, Bronx lightweight, 
hammered Jimmy Hanlon, a sturdy but 
crude Denver lightweight, in the third 
bout, scheduled for ten rounds. The 
contest was extremely one-sided. Han- 
lon had the strength of youth and a 
compact body, more than the usual 
amount of nerve and disregard for 
threatened danger and possessed more 
than the customary amount of willing- 
ness to mix matters. Here, however, 
his qualifications ended. The spirit was 
there, but the execution was woefully 
lacking. 

For five rounds Jackson belabored 
Hanlon with a perfect hail of punches 
with both hands and from every con- 
eelvable angle. Hanlon, thriving on 
punishment, plodded along without re- 
taliation. Jackson weakened under the 
pace he set himself and the occasional

‘It is a known fact that Cohan has 
been striving to break into major league 
circles for many years, and before he 
departed for Europe expressed a wish 
to secure a franchise. Rumors had it 
before he left that he would get either 
the Brooklyn or New York American 
League team, but he refused to acknowl- 
edge them. He did intimate to a New 
York newspaper man that he had an ap- 
tion on an FPastern team, but was not 
at liberty to say which one it was, and 
that he would defer making’ a definite 
announcement until he returned from 
his trip. 

‘* Now that the famous theatrical man 
is back in the United States it is be- 
lieved the announcement will soon be 
made that he has ‘acquired the con- 
trolling interest of the Brooklyn team. 

‘“ President Ban Johnson of the’ Amer- 
ican League has .expressed a wish to 
have Cohan in his organization, and 
through friends has attempted to get 
him to take the Boston Red Sox.

CRIME IN ENGLAND.-~- 


In the lately issued report of the 
Commissioners of Prisons and the Di- 
rectors of Convict Prisons for the 
year that \ended on March 31 are 
some facts and conclusions in regard 
to the diminution of crime in Eng- 
land. It is true that the number of 
prisoners is greater by 10,000 than in 
the préceding year. Sentences to im-

than ourselves, the creditors. Foreign 
budgets are still unbalanced by mili- 
tary expenditures,. as for a thousand 
‘years past. And accounts are bal- 
j anced by Government’ printing presses 
| which produce incalculable sums as 
if the paper were money. It was 
leng ago said, and*is truer every day, 
that throwing our resources into that 
economic maelstrom would beggar us 
rather than enrich those whom we 
would help if only they would repent 
andamend their follies. President Har- 
DING said that we need more. business 
in government and less government 
in business. In paraphrase, it may be 
said of Mr. VANDERLIP’s dream that 
our debtors need more finance in their 
politics and less politic» in their 
finance. Civilization will be rescued 
by private agencies rather than by 
public, and more will be done by in- 
dividuals than by officials. When no 
Government in the world is giving sat- 
isfaction in governing, it is madness to 
imagine that the wasters of billions 
can productively use any sums what- 
ever. Private credit is functioning 
better than public credit abroad, and 
the true life-preserver is support of 
private credit. If it were possible for 
to collect the income on ten. bil- 
lions, it would be sensible 
to devote it to the support,of foreign 
banks, which would support their cus- 
tomers, than to put the sum into in- 
dustrial enterprises in ' 
control.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


A writer who served 
with the rank of 
Colonel in the Amerti- 
can Expeditionary 
Forces across the 
water contributes to the December At- 
lantic a particularly vivid account of his 
sufferings, physical and mental, for two 
| long years, from what he and so many 

others call ‘‘ shell-shock.’’ In this case 
the term is not so much of a misnomer 
as it usually is, for at least a part of the 
officer’s symptoms were the direct ef- 
fects of the explosion close to him of a 
large shell—when ‘‘ the whole world 
seemed to blow up,” as he puts it. 
These included a severe headache lasting 
for many months, and can be attributed 
to actual concussion felt by the brain, 
and may have been connected, indirect- 
ly, with the subsequent sleeplessness, 
terrible dreams and a general nervous 
breakdown that for almost two years 
kept him for most of the time in one 
hospital after another, abroad and at 
home, and often led him to think of 
death as a blessed relief. 

A psychiatrist, however, probably 
would ascribe these mental and psychic 
symptoms, not to the explosion of the 
big shell, but to the terrible nervous ten- 
sion endured a little later after he had 
dragged himself to a shell hole and 
while for what seemed an endless time 
he lay there under a heavy German bar- 

|rage in expectation of instant death in 
its most.terrible form. 

The consequences of this strain were 
not immediately at their worst. For the 
officer was able to return to headquar- 
ters and make the report on conditions 
in the sector he had been sent forward 
to inspect. After that he led his regi- 
ment through Luxemburg into the Ger- 
man area assigned to the Americans for 
occupation, and was there for some timé 
before the gradually increasing severity 
of his trouble rendered him unfit for 
duty. It was then that what is com- 
monly meant by ‘“ shell-shock’’ came 
on, and it is to be noted that, as almost 
invariably was the case, it was a man 
whose only wound was a trivial scratch 
on the faee who suffered in this way. 


Shell-Shock 
Described 
by a Victim. 


It was after the 

‘* shell-shocked ”’ 
Colonel had re- 
turned to the 
United States 
that his sufferings were most intense. 
He found conditions here strangely dif- 
ferent from what he had expected. He 
was ‘cruelly grieved and irritated by 
what seemed to him to be lack of in- 
terest in the returned soldiers and in- 
appreciation of, their services. A part of 
this grief and irritation was unjust, but 
part of it was based on reality, and both 
parts apparently were made worse by 
his moving in a circle of acquaintances 
that contained many people whose sym- 
pathies were so strongly pro-German 
that some of them actually denounced 
him and all other soldiers who had 
fought against and killed Germans. 

Who these strange Americans were the 
article does not reveal; but as their par- 
tiéular interest seemed to have been in 
musié, there is, perhaps, in that fact a 
hint as to their identity. Not many re- 
turned soldiers can have had this espe- 
cial acerbation of their disappointment, 
and one is glad to learn that the officer 
reported to the Department of Justice 
some of the more outrageous statements 
made to him and that action on them 
was taken. 

The Colonel’s psychic syndrome showed 
no signs of clearing up—seemed, indeed, 
to be getting steadily worse—until at 
last a group of specialists gravely told 
him that his case was hopeless and that 
he should prepare for death within a 
month. What announcement gave him a 
new kind of irritation and a fierce de- 
termination to prove the prophecy a 
false one. He admits that this may have 
been its purpose. At any rate, from that 
time the will to live and to get well 
began to work in his favor, and slowly 
he fought his way back to normality. 
He believes his recovery now to be com- 
plete, and no doubt it is.

Not only has it known editors 
who are directly back of all it says, but 
it has a real and recognized identity— 
differing little from a personality—of its 
own. Not only can it be sued, but it 
can be punished in many other ways 
by a public or by individuals whom it 
wrongs and offends, The publishing 
house is far more remote—not quite 
immune to such consequences as come 
to a newspaper that loses favor with 
its readers, but not far from it, for all 
practical purposes. 

Anonymity, for the press, is a natural 
condition, recognized and established by 
long custom as proper and even com- 
mendable. For the anonymity of a book 
there is no such defense when it is a 
book that certainly would excite hos- 
tility to its author if his name were 
knowgp. One feels instinctively that a

ARGUING FOR ANONYMITY. 


A Publisher Claims That His Right 
Is As Good As an Editor's. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the Book REvIEW AND MAGAZINE of 
THE TIMES for Nov. 27, the writer of 
the leading article makes reference to 
certain recent Putnam  publivations— 
“The Mirrors of Washington” and 
“The Mirrors of Downing Street.” He 
comments on these books as follows: 


The idea of the anonymous writer who, 
secure behind his veil, can present with 
impunity the weaknesses of a subject seems, 
if not cowardly, at least In bad taste. 


A few weeks back, a writer in the 
“Topics of the Times,” using the same 
books as a text, refers to their contents 
as “‘an anonymous attazk, constituting 
a form of lynching.’ In his. opinion, 
this writing is utilized for the paying of 
grudges and the inflicting of vengeance, 
all from ambush and without the ac- 
ceptance of any responsibility, legal or 
other.” 

These two writers ought surely to 
understand that no publication can be 
brought into print with a freed»m from 
responsibility, ‘‘ legal or other.’’ If, on 
one ground or another, the writer of a 
book finds it essential or desirable to 
retain his anonymity, the publisher 
whose imprint appears on this book 
must, of necessity, accept any ‘egal - 
sponsibility (as in the case of alledh 
libel), or, irrespective of legal penalty, 
the publisher who issues the book with- 
out the name of the author must stand 
the brunt of any question that may 
arise -concerning the value, or the 
honesty of purpose, or the dishonesty of 
purpose, of such book. 

The publisher of the anonymuus book 
is, in fact, in precisely the position as 
the editor and publisher of such a 
paper as THE NEw York TriMgs. 

THE TIMEs brings into print, in the 
political as well as in the literary di- 
vision of the paper, from week lo week. 
comments and criticisms, sometimes 
quite sharp in character, of public char- 
acters, or of the authors of books. THE 
TIMES does not consider it necessary to 
add to its leading articles, or to such 
a department as the “Topics of the 
Times,” or to such a paper as-the “ Sum- 
mary of the Year in Books,” the names 


of the writers of these articles. 

THE TIMES accepts, as of necessity it 
must accept, the responsibility for all 
the material that appears in, its pages. 
This responsibility would, of course. 
cover any legal liability that might 
arise from libelous misstatements, an 
does cover any question or criticism that 
might be warranted as to the accuracy 
or honesty of the statement, or the good 
form and good taste of the critizism. 

We cannot see in this matter any dis- 
tinction between a position of the editor 
of a great journal like THE TiMmxs. 
which brings into print, as said, through 
the year a great series of anonymous 
articles, and fhe responsibility of the 
publisher who occasionally (and this, 
it may be said, the rare exception) is- 
sues a volume that does not bear the 
name of its author. 

I hold, therefore, that the expressions 
above quoted fromthe anonymous writer 
of “Topics of the Times” and fro: 
unsigned paper entitled “The yY 
Books” are not warranted and 
injustice to the authors «f our ‘Mi 
books and to the publishers of the s_.

; the peace of the world. * * * There 
underlies all these transactions the ex- 
| pectation on the part, for example, of 
Rumania, Czechoslovakia and of Serbia, 
that if any covenants of this settle- 
ment are not observed, the United States 
will send her armies and her navies to 
see that they are observed.” 

The following is a literal translation 
of the French text as to what the Presi- 
dent of the-United States said at this 
eighth plenary session of the Peace Con- 
ference on May 31, 1919: 

“Tf the world finds itself troubled 
| anew ; if the conditions which we all re- 
gard as fundamental are again drawn 
into question, the guarantee which is 
given to you will mean that the United 
States will send to this side of the ocean 
their army and their navy.” 

This would seem to be conclusive evi- 
dence of the statement which I made that 
the then President of the United. States 
j}had agreed to ‘preserve against ex- 
ternal aggression the territorial integ- 
rity” of every member of the League, 
and in every part of the globe, and to 
send an American army and an Amer- 
ican fleet as might be necessary to pre- 
serve such boundaries; 
language of .the President, ws it is re- 
corded in the State Department, is that 
‘if any covenants of this. settlement 
(League of Nations) are not observed 
the United States will send her armies 
and her navies to see rnat they are ob- 
served.” 

It is significant that tne statement 
issued from the White House on Oct. 7, 
1920, stated through Mr. Tumulty him- 
self ‘‘ that the President has no steno- 
graphic report of the eignth plenary ses- 
sion, at which the promise’ is alleged 
to have been made, and that, so far as 
the President knows, there is no such 
record in this country.” 

As a matter of fact, the Secretary of 
State certifies that 500 copies of 
Protocol No. 8 in English, from which 
the extract of the President’s state- 


ment was taken, were sent by the Peace 
Commission to the Department of State 
on July 9, 1919, and were received by 
the department on July 22, 1919, and 
that 300 additional copies, also in 
English, were sent by the Em- 
bassy in Paris on Feb. 12, 1920, and re- 
ceived by the Department of State on 
March 16, 1920. 

These copies were in the State De- 
partment continuously, and yet on Oct. 
7, 1920, Mr. Tumulty saw fit to say in 
an official statement that ‘“‘so far as 
the President knows, there is no such 
record in this country.’’ 

I cannot but express sincere regret at 
the pitiful position in which it seems 
to me Mr. Tumulty is again and again 
placing his chief by his repeated mis- 
; statement and by his personal assump- 
tion of authority, direction and control 
of the two eventful Administrations over 
which Mr. Wilson himself presided.

Increase in the ‘Personal ‘Ex- 
emption of Married Persons 
an Ameliorating Feature. 


SURTAX NOT CUT. UNTIL 1922 


Filing of Return Now Required. of 
Any Person Receiving a Net. In- 
come Equaling His Exemption.

As an entirety the new revenue law 
is not effective at one time; some pro- 
visions therein are retroactive to take 
effect Jan. 1, 1921, some become opera- 
tive upon the passage of the act, but in 
the majority of cases it does not apply 
until 1922. 


PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS. 


One of the améliorating provisions of 
the new revenue law, effective for the 
year 1921, Is the increase of the per- 
sonal exemption of married persons 
from $2,000 to $2,500, in cases where the 
combined income of both does not ex- 
ceed $5,000. This increase applies also 
to the head of a family. In order that a 
combined income slightly in excess of 
$5,000 shall not be subjected to an hie 
ordinately disproportionate tax on ac 
count of the reduction of the exemptior 
to $2,000 thereon, the law (Section 216c} 
provides that such reduction shall not 
operate to increase the tax by morg 
than the amount of the net income iy 
excess of $5,000. 

For example, the tax on an income of 
$5,000, having an exemption of §&2,50¢. 
would be 4 per cent. of $2,500, amount 
ing to $100. The tax on an income o1 
$5,010, permitting an exemption of only 
2,000, would be 4 per cent. of $3,010, or 
$120.40, except for the saving clause 
which reduces the tax to $100 on $5,000 
(computed on an exemption of $2,500), 
plus $10 (the excess of income over 
$5,000), making the total tax on $5,010 
the sum of $110. As this provision 
works out in practice, on any income in 
excess of $5,000 and less than $35,020, 
in the language of Raymond Hitchcock, 
“the Government takes it all.” 


Allowance for Dependents. 


The allowance for dependents has been 
increased from $200 to $400 for each of 
such persons. 


NORMAL AND SURTAXES. 


The old rates of normal tax, of 4 per 
cent. on incomes of $4,000 in excess of 
the exemption and credits, and of 8 per 
cent. on the balance, remain unchanged 
under the new law. The surtaxes fixed 
by the act of 1918 continue for the year 
1921, but are reduced for 1922 and there- 
after. The amount of income which is 
not affected by the surtax is increased 
from $5,000 under the old law to $6,900 
under the new. The 1 per cent. rate of 
surtax under the new act has been ex- 
tended to an income of $10,000, sp that 
the zsurtax on an income of that amount 
is reduced from $110 to $40,. effective 
1922. The graduated surtaxes continue 
on incomes of over $10,000, being in- 
creased 1 per cent. on every $2,000 of 
income up to $100,000.: The surtaxes on 
incomes of over $1,000,000 are reduced 
from 65 per cent. under the old law to 
50 per cent. under the new one, 


RETURNS. 


Heretofore any person with a net in- 
come not in excess of his exemption has 
not been required to file a return. Here- 
after any person who has received 9 ngt 
income of the amount of, or in excegs of, 
his exemption, or who has had a gross 
income of $5,000 or over. (regardless of 
whether the net amount be income or 
loss), is required to file a return. If 
the combined net income of husband 
and wife amounts to $2,000, or if their 
combined gross income is $5,000 or over, 
they are required to make either sepa- 
rate or joint returns. 


DETERMINING GAIN OR LOSS. 


The limitation of ‘tax on profits: from 
the sale of capital assets to 12% per 
cent., effective Dec. 31, 1921, explained 
in my interview published in last Mon- 
day’s Timms, will undoubtedly induce 
many investors to sell securities held by 
them since the incidence of income taxes. 


Gains or Losses on Sales. 


The method prescribed for the compu- 
tation of gain or loss on the sale of 


property acquired prior to March 1, 
1913, now effective, appears to be similar 
to that previously adopted by the Treas- 
ury Department as the result of Htiga- 
tion, holding that there is no taxable 
income where the proceeds of sale were 
less than the cost but greater than the 
market value on March 1, 1913. 

The tests provided by Section 208 
[subdivisions (3) (b) (1) (2) (8)] to be 
applied in determining. whether a trans- 
action results in a taxable profit, de- 
ductible loss, or a non-deductible profit 
or loss, will probably prove to be diffi- 
cult of interpretation by the average 
taxpayer. 

The first subdivision of this section of 
the law applies to a case where the 
proceeds of sale exceed both the market 
value on March 1, 1913, and the original 
cost, in which case the excess of the 
proceeds of sale over the market value 
on March 1, 1918, is taxable income. 
For example, a bond purchased in 1910 
for $500, having a market value on 
March 1, 1913 of $750, and which is now 
sold for $1,000 would result in a taxable 
income of the excess of the proceeds of 
sale ($1,000) over the market valué 
($750), amounting to $250. 

The second subdivision of the section 
deals with a case where the proceeds 
of sale are less than either the cost of 
acquirement. or the market value on 
March 1, 1913, fixing the deductible loss 
at the excess of the market value on 
March 1, 1913, over the proceeds of the 
sale. For example, a bond purchased 
in 1910 for $1,000, having a market value 
on March 1, 1913, of $750 and now sold 
for $500, would result in a deductible 
loss of the excess of the market value 
on March 1, 1913 ($750), over the sale 
price ($500), amounting to $250. 


Non-Taxable Profits. 


The third subdivision of this section 
of the law has to do with cases where 
profits are not made taxable and where 


losses are not deductible. ‘These cases 
may be illustrated as follows: 

A bond purchased in 1910 for $500, 
having a market value on March 1, 1913 
of $1,000 and now sold for $750, and 
which would on the basis of cost show 
a profit of $250, and on the basis of the 
market value a loss of the same amount, 
under the law incurs no taxable income 
and permits of no deductible loss. 
the other hand, a bond purchased in 
1910 for $1,000, having a market value 
on March 1, 1913 of $500, and now sold 
for $750, would on the basis of cost re- 
sult in a loss of $250, and on the basis 
of market value, a profit of $250, but 
this case also would. incur no taxable 
income and allow no deductible loss. 

The foregoing would appear to cover 
all cases.. A hypothetical test has dis- 
closed to me, however, that a case where 
the cost exceeds the market value and 
where the proceeds of sale exceed the 
cost presents a possible transaction that 
is not covered ‘by the law. For example, 
a. bond purchased by the taxpayer in 
1910 for $750, having on ‘March 1, 1912 
a market value of $500, is now sold for 
$1,000. Whecner the basis._is the cost 
or market yva!ue, the transaction shows 
a profit. If the market value is used, 
however, the profit is greater than that 
based on ‘the cost. W sat constitutes tne 
taxable profit? - 

I venture the opinion that when this 
case arises the Treasury artment 
will rule that the taxable income is the 
excess of the proceeds.of sale aver the 
cost instead of over the market value.

$5,409,912 FOR MISSIONS. 


Methodists to Spend $4,466,805 in 
Forelgn Lands. 


The Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Metnodist Church, which is holding its 
annual meeting at 150 Fifth Avenue, 
yesterday adopted a budget carrying 
total appropriations of $5,409,912, of 
which $4,466,805 is authorized for mis- 
sionary work in foreign fields. The bal- 
ance of $943,107 comprises $600,000 for 
board obligations and $343,107 for ad- 
ministration. 

The Rev. R. J. Wade, Corresponding 
Secretary of the board, in his report 
stated that more than $14,000,000 was 
poured into the coffers of. the Methodist 
Church during the fiscal year, which 
ended Oct. 31 last. 

Mr. Wade said this amount includes 
the $5,400,012, principally centennial 
funds, apportioned to the Board of For- 
eign Missions. This does not include, 
however, $1,216,202 pledged during the 
year in estate notes and which cannot 
be realized at once. 

He said that subscriptions for this and 
next month were far in advance of those 


for the corresponding period of last 
year. He expressed the opinion that 
this showed greatly improved business 
sonditions and a revival of religious 
sentiment.

$175 Paid for Vases Valued at 
$2,500—Aaction of Furnish- 
ings Begins in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Rare vases and 
other antiques were sold for pittances 
today at the auction of the $500,000 fur- 
nishings of the home of the late George 
M. Pullman,’ founder of the Pullman 


Company, once said to be the most rich- 
ly furnished residence in the country. 

The furnishings are being sold to close 
out the estate. The site of the home, 
the scene of the 1812 Fort Dearborn 
massacre, will be used for a factory. 

Two revolving Sevres vases, valued at 
2,500 each, were auctioned for $175 
apléce, while a royal Sevres vase that 
cost $400 went for $80. The ‘highest bid 
for a statue by Le Moreaux, bought by 
Mr. Pullman in France for $1,000, was 
395. 

Minnie Crimmings, for forty years 
maid to Mrs. Pullman, was barred from 
the part of the house where the auction 
was held. The auctioneers said that her 
grief was so apparent that it interfered 
with their work. 

Rugs valued as high as $15,000 each 
and many raré paintings are yet to be 
sold.

Religious Leaders See Film Showing 
the Starving in Armenia. 


Religious leaders and editors of reli- 
gious publications heard an appeal for 
support. of the “Near East Relief at a 
luncheon in the Yale Club yesterday, 
and saw two reels of ‘‘ AHce in Hunger- 
land;’” a motion picture recently taken 
in Armenia, depicting, the sufferings of 


starving children and the relief: work 
being done for them ‘there. Charles C. 
Vickrey, General Secretary for the Near 
East Relief, told the seventy-five guests 
that $10,000,000 was needed to carry on 
the work for the coming year. 

‘““We now have 100,000 children in in- 
stitutions,’’ he said, ‘‘ and. at least 200,- 
0600 outside them, and there are a quar- 
ter of a million adult refugees who need 
our help. Last year 2,000 of our chil- 
dren in the asylums died because we had 
to put them on half rations. I saw dead 
children in Arnienia in August of this 
year, which is the earliest month for 
deaths from starvation in any year of 
our work so far.”

THINKS NEW ASTEROID 
IS 2 MILES IN DIAMETER 


| Princeton Astronomer Says Near- 
ly 1,000 Have Been Discovered 
in Last 100 Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 29.—The 
new planet discovered recently by Dr. 
Hartmann of La Plata Observatory, in 
| Argentina, is am asteroid about two 
miles in diameter, according to Profes- 
sor R. S. Dugan of the Princeton Uni- 
versity Department of Astronomy. This 
planet, Professor Dugan says, is one of 
about a thousand which have been dis- 
covered in the constellation Cetus in 
the course of the last century. 

“These asteroids,” said Professor 
Dugan, ‘‘move between the earth and 
the stars and lie between the orbits of 
Mars and Jupiter. The chief points of 
linterest Goncerning them are their loca- 
tions—whether near or far from the 
earth, their site and the peculiar paths 
in which they move. They are compara- 
tively small, ranging in diameter from 
one-half mile to several hundred miles, 
and their average distance from the 
earth is 250,000,000 miles. The astro- 
nomic minuteness of these asteroids pre- 
cludes the possibility of air molecules 


clinging to them; so there is, of course, 
no human habitation. In addition, the 
force of gravity, 
lightness, must be so slight as to render 
it, difficult for human beings to remain 
on the surface of an asteroid. Until fur- 
ther observations of Dr. Hartmann’s 
new planet are made, nothing very defi- 
nite can be said of it.”

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 29. — The 
planet ’’’ whose discovery has been re- 
| ported in dispatches from South America 


is merely an asterold, one of the in- 
numerable small bodies which revolve 
in the solar system between the orbits 
|of the planets Mars and Jupiter, accord- 
ing to the Harvard College astronomers 
The largest asteroids ever discovered are 
estimated to be not more,than 400 miles 
in diameter, and the Harvard astrono- 
mers judge that the Hartmann asteroid 
is undoubtedly much smaller than this. 
| There are more than 600 asteroids al- 
| ready known, and as new ones are being 
detected at the rate of something like 
thirty a year no great importance is 
; attached.to such discoveries.

RONDOUT BRIDGE DEDICATED 


Kingston and Esopus Celebrate Fru- 
ition of Fifty Years’ Effort.

KINGSTON, N. Y., Nov. 29.—With a 
celebration such as has not been seen 
in Kingston for more than fifty years, 
the $700,000 suspension bridge over Ron- 
dout Creek, connecting Esopus with 
Kingston, was dedicated today by Gov- 
ernor Miller. For fully half a century 
the residents of Kingston and Ulster 
County have been working for such a 
bridge, which would establish a com- 
| plete thoroughfare on the west bank of 
the Hudson from the ferries at 
York City to Albany. 

The celebration began with a dinner 
in the State Armory at Kingston, at- 
tenced by nearly 1,000 guests, including 
Commissioner Sisson and Colonel] Greene, | 
| fcrmer Highway Commissioner, who had 
the plan drawn for tie present bridge. } 
| Following the dinner there was a mili- 
tary and civic parade to the Rondout 
;approach to the bridge at the foot of: 
Wurts Street. 

Mayor Palmer Canfield Jr. introduced | 
;Governor Miller, who, in dedicating the 
bridge, said it was significant of the 
;new methods of transportation rendered 
necessary through the popularity of the 
automobile and the development of motor | 
truck transportation. 
| More than $27,000,000 has been spent | 
| by the State in road construction and | 
maintenance this year, Governor Miller | 
{said, and for several years to come it} 
would be necessary for New York to| 
spend an average of at least $20,000,000 
|} a year to piovide proper highways. 

Two American flags hanging across

The bridge will be opened for traffic 
early next Spring.

RATE HEARINGS EXTENDED. 


| Roads Get Until Dec. 21 to Justify 
Present Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Railroads 
will have from Dec. 14 to 21 to justify, 
in hearings, the present level of. trans- 
portation charges, the Interstate Com- 
| merce Commission announced today in 
making public a questionnaire to car- 
riers which is intended to, guide all 
persons interested in appearing in’ the 
general investigation the commission is 
to make. 

The roads are asked whether present 
rates are reasonable in the aggregate in 
the country as a whole, or reasonable 
in the territorial rate groups, and if not, 
to what extent they need modification. 
It asks definite financial showing as to 
what returns. the 
and what prospects they have for the 
future; what hss been done.to reduce 
operating expenses. what changes up or 
down have already been made in indi- 
vidual commodity rates and what has 
been expended on maintenance. 

The commission also invites argument 
as to what rate of return railroads 
should be entitled to earn on their ‘prop- 
erty holdings xfter March 1, 1922, when 
the Transportation act’s 6 per cent. 
standard expires.

Railroad Unions Prepare to Make a 
Counter-Demand. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 29.—Instruc- 
tions were sent out here today from the 
national headquarters, of the Brother-

How the “American Commission” Undid His Work at Paris—Attitude Toward the Friends of the Irish Cause in America—Unofficial Steps in Behelf of Ireland 
and Private Opinions of the President on Matters Relating to the Efforts to Get Home Rule or Freedom 7

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 
IRELAND. 


O ONE standing on the side lines 
in the capital of the nation and 
witnessing the play of the ardent 
passions of the people of the 
Irish race, demanding that some 

affirmative action be taken by our Gov- 
ernment to bring about the realization 
of the right of self-determination for 
Ireland, it seemed as if the American 
President, Woodrow “Wilson, who first 
gave utterance to the ideal of self-de- 
termination for all the oppressed peoples 
of the world, was woefully unmindful of 
the age-long struggle that Irishmen had 
been making to free their own beloved 
land from British domination. But to 
those, like myself, who were on the in- 
side of affairs it was evident that in 
every proper and legitimate way the | 
American President was cautiously 4 
searching for efficient means to advance 
the cause of self-government in Ireland 
and to bring about a definite and satis- | 
factory solution of this complicated 
problem. 

Embarrassed as he was by a delicate 
diplomatic situation, which to a great 
extent governed his conduct, he was not 
free openly to espouse the cause of Ire- 
land. To nave done so would have been 
to add difficulties to an already chaotic 
world situation. He was compelled in | 
what, he was seeking to do for Ireland | 
to move quietly and by informal confer- 
ences impressively to lay the case of | 
Ireland before those who sought his| 
counsel in the matter. Unfortunately, 
these quiet methods of helpfulness 
which he brought to the task were the 
things that drew the fire of criticism 
and even distrust of many men of. the 
Irish race in America, who in their 
passionate devotion to the cause which 
lay so close to their hearts could see | 
only a direct route to accomplishing | 
what they had in mind. 

Long before the European war the 
President and I had often discussed the 
Irish cause and how to make his in- 
fluence felt in a way that would bring | 
results without becoming involved in 
diplomatic snarls with Great Britain. He 
was of the opinion that the Irish prob- |

querable. He pointed out to me on/| 
many occasions when we discussed this | 
delicate matter that the policy of force | 
and reprisal which the English Govern- | 
ment had for centuries practiced had | 
but strengthened the tenacious purpose | 
of the lrish people and had only suc- | 
ceeded in keeping under the surface the | 
seething dissatisfaction of that indom- 
itable race. 





His Views on Irish Question. 


I recall that at the conclusion of one | 
of our talks after a Cabinet meeting, | 
shaking his head as if he despaired of | 
a settlement, the President said: ‘‘ Euro- | 


love, by sympathy and by justice and | 
not by jealousy and hatred.’’ He was 
certain that the failure of England to | 
find an adjustment was intensifying | 
feeling, not only in our own country, 
but throughout the world, and that the 
agitation for a settlement would spread | 
llike a contagion and would inevitably | 
result in a great national crisis. 

; An interesting comment on the Presi- 
dent’s attitude toward the Irish ques-

« Today a distinguished London min- 
ister told me a story about the Presi- 
dent, for which he vouches. He had 
it from the late Sylvester Horne—Mem- 
ber of Parliament atid minister of 
Whitefield’s Chapel—who had known 
the President for years before he was 
elevated to his high office. Horne 
happened to be in ..merica—where he 
was always a welcome zguest—before 
the war, shortly after the President 
was inaugurated, and he called at the 
White Heuse to pay his respects. In 
the course of the talk, he expressed 
satisfaction that the relations between 
England and America would be in ° 
safe hands while the President was 
in office. The Piesident said nothing, 
and Horne wondered at it. Finally, 
he forced the issu2, putting it as a 
question point-biank. The President 
sald, addressing hi'n in the familiar 
language of religious fellowship: 
‘* Brother Horne, one of the greatest 
calamities that has befallen mankind 
will come during my term of office. 
It will come from Germany. Go home 
and settle the Irish question, and there

Student of Irish Affairs. 


Many times in informal discussions 
with British representatives that came 
to the White House the President sought 
to impress upon them the necessity, for 
@ solution, pointing out to them how 
their failure was embarrassing our re- 
lations with Greag Britain at every 





point. I am sure that if he could with 
propriety have done so, Woodrow Wil- 
son would long ago have directly sug- 
gested to Great Britain a settlement 
of the Irish question, but, unfortunately, 
serious diplomatic obstacles lay in the 
way of an open espousal of the Irish 
cause. He was sadly aware that under 
international law no nation has the 
right to interest itself in anything that 
directly concerns the affairs of another 
friendly nation, for by the traditions 
of diplomacy such “ interference ’’ puts 
in jeopardy the cordial relations of the 
nations involved in such controversy. 
Long before he became Fresjdent, 
Woddrow Wilson had eloquently de- 
clared his attitude with reference to 


| self-government for Ireland and had 


openly espoused the cause of Irish free- 
dom. In a specch delivered. at New 
Brunswick, N. J., on Oct. 26, 1910, he 
said: 


Have you read the papers recently 
attentively enough to notice the ru- 
mors that are coming across the 
waters? What are the rumors? The 
rumors are that the English program 
includes, not only self-governnient for 
Ireland, but self-government for Scot- 
land, and the drawing together in 
London or somewhere else of a Par- 
liament which will represent the Brit- 
ish Empire in a great confederated 
State upon the model, no doubt, of 
the United States of America, and 
having its power to the end of the 
world. What is at the bottom of that 
program? At the bottom of it is the 
idea that no little group of men like 
the English people have the right to 
govern men in all parts of the world 
without drawing them into real sub- 
stantial partnership, where their voice 
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will only add to the difficulties. If 
those in authority in England will only 
act firmly now, their difficulties will 
be lessened. A little of the firmness 
and. courage of Andrew Jackson would 
force a settlement of the Irish question 
right now.” 

The President did not agree with the 
friends of Irish freedom in America that 
coercive methods put upon England 
through the instrumentality of the 
United States could accomplish any- 
thing. When, he left for the other 
side to take part in the Peace Confer- 
ence, the future of Ireland was much 
in his thoughts. But his solution of 
the problem lay in the establishment of 
a forum under the League of Nations 
before which not only the cause of Ire- 
land but the cause of any oppressed 
people might be brought to the judg- 
ment of mankind. 


Some Significant Letters. 


Ireland’s affairs were always in the 
background of the President’s thoughts, 
and he welcomed conversations with 
those who were in a position to offer 
helpful suggestions. I append a cor- 
respondence, intimate in character and 
now for the first time ‘‘ exposed to the 
public view,’’ between the President, 
Mr. Sidney Brooks, d@ noted English 
writer, and myself: 

.. Friday, 

Dear Mr. President: 

After several months in America I 
am now returning to England, return- 
ing, I need not say, in a very happy

This voice that has been crying in 
Ireland, this voice for home rule,’ is 
a voice which is now suppgrted by the 
opinion of the world; this impulse is 
a spirit which ought to be respected 
and recognized in the British Consti- 
tution. lt means not mere vague talk 
of men's rights, men’s emotions, and 
men's inveterate and traditional prin- 
ciples, but it means the embodiment 
of these things in something that is 
going to be done, that will look with 
hope to the program that may come 
out of these conferences. 


In this speech he plainly indicated that 
his plan for the settlement of the Irish 
question was the establishment of some 
forum to which the cause of Ireland 
might be brought, where the full force 


of the public opinion of the world, in= 


cluding the United States, could be 
brought to play in a vigorous and 
wholehearted insistence upon a solution 
of this world-disturbing question. 

As we read the daily papers, contain- 
ing accounts of the disturbances in Ire- 
land, what a prophetic vision underlay 
the declaration contained in the speech 
of Woodrow Wilson in 1910! 

If those who conduct the Govern- 
men of Great Britain are not careful 
the restlessness will spread with rapid 
agitation until the whole country is 


aflame, and then there will be revolu- 
tion and a change of Government. 


Attitude Toward Carson. 


I recall his passionate resentment of

I would show this 
rebel whether he would recognize the 
authority of the Government or flaunt 
it. He ‘ought to be hanged for treason. 
If Asquith does not call this gentleman’s 
bluff, the contagion of unrest and re- 
bellion in Ireland will spread until. only 
a major operation will save the em- 
pire..

The American Committee of Irish- 
men have made it exceedingly diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to render the 
assistance we were diligently trying 
to render in the matter of bringing 
the Irish aspirations to the attention 
of the Peace Conference. By our uf- 
official activity in the matter we had 
practically cleared thé way for the 
coming of the Irish representatives to 
Paris when the American commission 
went to Ireland and behaved in a 
way which so inflamed British opinion 
that the situation has-got quite out of 
hand, and we are utterly at a loss 
how to act in the matter without in- 
volving the Government of the United 
States with the Government of Great 
Britain in a way which might create 
an actual breach between the two. 
I made an effort day before yester- 
day in this matter which shows, I am 
afraid, the utter futility of further 
efforts. 1 am. distressed that the 
American commission should have 
acted with such extreme indiscretion 
and lack of sense, and can at the mo- 
ment see nothing further to do.

Thanks for message about Ireland. 
Hope you will not allow indiscretions 
of American commission to influence 
your judgment against Ireland. Lloyd 
George’s mistakes in handling this 
will be his undoing, for it has in it 
the elements of a revolution. It is 
our own political situation here and 
the fate of the treaty itself that con- 
cerns me. In this country the Irish 
are united in this matter and in every 
large city and town are carrying on 
a propaganda, asking that Ireland be 
given the right of self-determination.

Of course, the thing which lay close 
to Woodrow Wilson’s heart was the set- 
ting up of the League of Nations. Un- 
less England and France should consent 
to the establishment of a League as part 
of a world settlement, any solution of 
the Irish question through the influence 
of world opinion was not in the reckoen- 
ing. The Wise, prudent thing, therefore, 
to do was first to establish a world 
court before which the cause of any 
cppressed peoples might be brought. 
This is just what he had in mind and 
what he succeeded in doing. To have 
thrust a settlement of Ireland’s affairs 
into the foreground of the Peace Con- 
ference and to have made ‘4t a sine qua 
non would have been futile and foolish 
and might haye resulted in disaster. 
Unfortunately, the friends of Irish free- 
dom, deprecating and bitterly resenting 
well-considered methods like this, were 
desirous of having the matter thrust 
into the early conferences at Paris. The 
President knew that England would 
never consent to this and would resent 
any attempt on his part to carry out 
If the President had done 
so, England would undoubtedly have 
withdrawn from the conference and thus 
the great cause of the League of Na- 
tions, which formed the foundation stone 
upon which the armistice was based, 
would have gone by the board. The 
President was looking far beyond a 
mere recognition of the Irish Republic. 
He was seeking to accomplish its se- 
curity and guarantee its permanency 
through the instrumentality of a world 
court like the League of Nations. What 
would it have availed Ireland to have 
been granted Dominion government or 
independence unless contemporaneously 
with the grant there was set up an in- 
strumentality that would guarantee and 
protected it? The only thing upon which 
the Peace Conference functioned was the 
settlement of the affairs of those nations 
affected by the war. 


Could Not Bring Up Question. 


Why didn’t Wilson bring Ireland’s 
cause to the attention of the Peace Con- 
ference? was the query which frequently 
reached us at the White House. The 
President in his Western speeches dis- 
cussed this matter in the following way: 

“It was not within the privilege of 
the conference of peace to act upon the 
right of sclf-determination of any

peoples except those which had been 
included in the territories of the de- 
feated empirez:—that is to say, it was 
not ther within their power—but the 
moment the Covenant of the League of 
Nations is adopted it becomes their 
right. If the desire for self-determina- 
tion of any people in the world is likely 
tu affect the peace of the world or the 
good understanding between nations, it 
becomes the business of the League; it 
becomes the right of any member of 
the League to call attentfon to it; it 
becomes the function of the League to 
bring the whole process of the opinion 
of the world to bear upon that very 
matter.”’ 

After his return from Paris 
conversation with me, 
follows on Article XI. of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations: ‘‘ That ar- 
ticle is the favorite article in the treaty 
so far as I am concerned.

In other words, at present 
we have to mind our own business, 
under the rules of diplomacy and estab- 
lished custom. Under the Covenant of 
the League of Nations we can mind 
other people’s business, and anything 
that affects the peace of the world, 
whether we are parties to it or not, 
can by our delegates be brought to the 
attention of mankind. We can force a 
nation on the other side of the globe to 
bring to that bar of mankind any wrong 
that is afoot in that part of the world 
which is likely to affect the good under- 
standing between nations, and we can 
oblige them to show cause why it should 
not be remedied. There is not an op- 
pressed people in the world which can- 
not henceforth get a hearing at that 
forum, and you know what a hearing 
will mean if the cause of those people 
is just, The one thing that those doing 
injustice have most reason to dread is 
At present 
what is the state of international law 
and understanding? No nation has the 
right to call attention to anything that 
does not directly affect its own affairs. 
If it does, it cannot only be told to mind 
its own business, but it risks the cordial 
relationship between itself and the na- 
tion whose affairs it draws under dis- 
cussion; whereas under Article XL., 
which I had the honor of advocating, 
the very sensible provision is made that 
the peace of the world transcends all 
the susceptibilities of nations and Gov- 
ernments, and that they are obliged to 
consent to discuss and explain anything 
which does affect the good understand- 
ing between nations. 


British Author’s Views. 


Sir Frederick Pollock, in his valuable 
work on the League of Nations, com- 
ments pointedly on this privilege: 


Various Irish writers, including some 
who deserve serious attention, have 
raised the question whether the stand- 
ing problem of Irish autonomy can 
come before the League of Nations. 
There is only one way in which this 
could happen—namely, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States should 
declare Irish-American sympathy with 
unsatisfied nationalist claims in Ire- 
land to be capable of disturbing good 
understanding between Great Britain 
and the United States. That is a pos- 
sible event if a solution is not reached 
within a reasonable time; but it is 
more likely that a confidential inti- 
mation from the United States would 
not only precede a formal reference to 
the Council, but avoid the necessity 
for it. 

The friends of Ireland in this country 
have often asked me the question: Would 
Woodrow Wilson have intervened in be- 
half of Ireland? 

I can answer this question only by 
saying that Ireland has never had a 
truer friend than Woodrow Wilson. 
From the day that we went to war it 
has been his steadfast purpose to in- 
duce the Government of England to set- 
tle the Irish question justly and per- 
manently. His statesmanlike approach 
to a settlement of the problem is the 
only one that holds hope of success. 

As I completed this chapter an article 
appeared in a Washington newspaper 
apparently confirmatory of the Presi- 
dent’s foresight, showing that by Sep- 
tember, 1921, Mr. de Valera had arrived 
at the same view. The article seems to 
show Mr. de Valera as insisting that 
the British Government grant Ireland 
membership in the League of Nations as 
one of the guarantees of autonomy. 

As for myself, I believe that Ireland 
is going to be free in company with the 
rest of the world and in accordance with 
a new. world order. which shall function 
through the machinery for justice and 
liberty, which is provided for in the Cov- 
enant of the League of Nations, and is 
provided for nowhere else.

and navy and leaving the islands a prey 
to any powerful nation coveting their 
rich soil and potential commercial ad- 
vantages.”’ 

These observations of the investigators 
are contained in the ‘‘ general conclu- 
sions’’ and ‘‘ recommendations’’ made 
in the report, which was made public to- 
day. The complete report, covering 100 
typewritten pages, will be made public 
later. 


General Conclusions of the Inquiry.

The ‘‘ general conclusions ’’ are as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘We find the people happy, peaceful 
and in the main prosperous and keenly 
appreciative of the benefits of American 
rule. 

‘*We find everywhere among the 
Christian Filipinos the desire for inde- 
pendence, generally under the protec- 
tion of the United States. The non- 
Christians and Americans are for con- 
tinuance of American control. 

“ We find a general failure to appre- 
ciate the fact that independence under 
the protection of another nation 1s not 
true independence. 

‘We find that the Government fs not 
reasonably free from those underlying 
causes which result in the destruction cf 
government. 

‘‘ We find that a reasonable proportion 
of officials and employes are men of 
good character and ability and reason- 
ably faithful to the trust imposed upon 
them; but that the efficiency of the pub- 
lic services has fallen off and that they 
are now relatively inefficient due to lack 
of inspections and to the too rapid trans- 
fer of control to officials who have not 
had the necessary time for proper 
training. 

‘We find that many Filipinos have 
shown marked capacity for government 
service and that the young generation 
is full of promise; that the civil service 
laws have in the main been honestly 
administered, but there is a marked de- 
terioration due to the injection of 
politics. 

‘We find there is a disquieting lack 
of confidence in the administration of 
justice, to an extent which constitutes 
a menace to the stability of the govern- 
ment. 

‘“‘“We find that the people are not 
organized economically nor from the 
“standpoint of national defense to main- 
tain an independent government. 

‘““We find that the legislative cham- 
bers are conducted with dignity and de- 
corum and are composed of representa- 
tive men. 

‘* We feel that the lack of success in 
certain departments should not be con- 
sidered as proof of essential incapacity 
on the part of Filipinos, but rather as 
indicating lack of experience and oppor- 
tunity and especially lack of inspection. 

‘“* We find that questions in regard to 
confirmation of appointments might at 
any time arise which would make a 
deadlock between the Governor General 
and the Philippine Senate.’’ 


Chief Recommendations. 


These recommendations are made fn 
the report: 

‘" We recommend that the present gen- 
eral status of the Philippine Islands 
continue until the people have had time 
to absorb and thoroughly master the 
powers already in their hands. 

‘We recommend that the responsible 
representative of the United States, the 
Governor General, have authority com- 
mensurate with the responsibilities’ of 
his position. In case of failure to secure 
the necessary corrective action by the 
Philippine Legislature we recommend 
that Congress declare null and void 
legislation which has been enacted di- 
minishing, limiting or dividing the au- 
thority granted the Governor General 
under act No, 240 of the Sixty-fourth 
Congress known as the Jones Dill. 


‘“We recommend that in case of a 
deadlock between the Governor General 
and the Philippine Senate in the confir- 
mation of appointments that the Presi-. 
dent of the United States be authorized 
to make and render the final decision. 

‘“*“We recommend that under no cir- 
cumstances should the American Gov- 
ernment permit to be established in the 
Philippine Islands a_ sttuation which 
would leave the United States in a posi- 
tion of: responsibility without au- 
thority.”

While yesterday’s stock market, after 
a temporary show of strength, declined 
under what were evidently sales of pro- 
fessional speculators to realize small 
profits, bonds continued thelr advance. 
The noteworthy fact about the recent 
trading in stocks is not the advances or 
declines, whose significance has been 
very slight, but the unusually large 
number of separate shares which are 
bought and sold. This is evident at a 
lance in the space of the printed page 
which the adjoining table of yester- 
day’s transactions occupies. Ordinarily, 
such appearance in the market of shares 
which are seldom dealt in—the only 
manner in which an active stock table 
is extended—occurs at the culmination 
of a prolonged advance or a prolonged 
decline. 

Neither condition exists at the present 
moment. <A year ago, the similar crowd- 
ing upon the market of a long list of 
usually inactive shares was ascribed in 
part to the urgent needs for money by 
many large investors, and in part to 
that absurdly artificial influence, ‘ sell- 
ing to establish losses.’”’ The forced 
liquidation can be playing no part what- 
ever now, and the possibilities of the 
{ncome tax expedient are small on a 
market 10 to 20 per cent. above the 
| low level of the year. Perhaps the only 
obvious reason for the increased di- 
versity of trading is that a multitude 
of inactive preferred stocks have sud- 
denly appeared on the daily market. 
Wall Street regards the preferred stock, 
with its fixed return and its prior rights, 
as a kind of half-way house to the in- 
vestment bond; the probability is that 
an overflow from the extremely active 
bond market has thus backed up into 
the stock list. 

Such a movement, though of little sig- 
nificance to the course of stocks, is an 
interesting sidelight on the course of in- 
vestment bonds, where prices yesterday 
repeated the action of many “receding 
days. All of the Liberty bonds moved 
eharply upward; in particular, a fur- 
ther 1-point advance carried the ‘“‘ fourth 
4% per cents’’ to a price not touched 
since a few weeks after the subscrip- 
tion of 1918 and within a point of the 

| highest ever reached on the Stock Ex- 
change. These are the war bonds most- 
ly held by the general public; the moral 
effect of their advance above par, an 
event Which may possibly not be long 
delayed, would be very great. Half a 
dozen of the foreign loans went to new 
high prices yesterday. So did a reason- 
able number of company bonds, in which 
the day’s business was exceptionally 
large.

Reserve Bank Comments on Rise 
of New Loan Market Outside 
the Exchange. 


The monthly review of credit and 
business conditions in this district is-

This is the mar- 
ket for call money loaned against bank-

“The amount of bankers’ acceptances 
in the hands of dealers is frequently 
between 360,000,000 and $100,000,000 and 
their supplies of Treasury certifitates 
often amount to as much more,” said 
the bank. By far the largest part of 
their portfolios is carried on borrowed 
money. In order that thelr business 
may be conducted with reasonable pros- 
pect of profit, the rates for such loans 
must be related to the rates which their 
securities earn, rather than be subject 
to conditions prevailing on the stock 


eently to obtain money at such rates be- 


cause of the heavy credit demand. But 
with the easing of that demand more 
and more mioney has become available 
for loans on call, and for short periods, 
against the security of bankers’ accept- 
ances and Treasury certificates. It is 
also becoming recognized that such col- 
lateral is superior to the stocks and 
bonds usually constituting the collateral 
for a Stock Bxchange loan, which are 
subject to heavy fluctations tn value, 
are without access to the Reserve Bank 
for conversion into cash and must await 
the finding of a buyer. The rates in this 
new call money market are lower and 
more stable than the rates for Stock 
Exchange call money.

Bond Prices Now, in 1920, amd in the War 


Most of the interest in the rise of in- 
vestment bonds was directed until lately 
to the foreign loans and the Liberty 
bonds. But the scope of recovery in 
bonds of American railway and indus- 
trial companies may be judged by com- 
parison of the averages prepared by 
THE TIMES from forty typical securities 
of that class. Yesterday’s average price 
was 76.31, a week ago it was 74.6, a 
month ago it was 71.42 and at the year's 
low level, in June, it was 67.56.

Market Strong, Rates Higher— 
Report of Plan to Stabilize 


Exchange Helps. 


The market for the Huropean ex- 
changes developed a stronger tone yes- 
terday. Although business was on a 
small seale the rates on the principal 
eountries moved up sharply from the 
opening with final quotations showing 
moderate advances over the previous 
day. This buoyancy was attributed in 
some quarters to the report of the in- 
tention of the Reparations Commission 
to summon an international conference 
of bankérs to device ways and means to 
mitigate the demoralized state of the 
exchanges on the occasion of future 
payments by Germany. 

BSterling’s first rate of §3.98% was a 
fraction up from Monday’s closing, from 
which it advanced steadily to the close 
at $8.99%. French francs were high at 
6.9T cents, with a final of 6.95%, com- 
pared with 6.88%, the previous closing. 
Italian, Holland, the Scandinavians and 
some of the mid-Europeans were strong 
and higher. The Far Dasterns and South 
Americans were steady and unchanged. 
German marks were steady despite a 
further* increase in note circulation in 
the latest statement of the Reichsbank.

COTTON ADVANCES 
BUT I$ OFF AT CLOSE 


Absence of Speculative or Trade 
Buying to Sustain Rise 
Untoward Factor. 


After advancing a quarter of a cent 
on covering, cotton lost all the gain 
and closed 32 to 37 points yesterday 
below Monday. The Louisiana quar- 
antine disturbed houses engaged in 
straddle operations and created active 
demand for contracts during the morn- 


ing. When these orders were filled there 
was no general speculative or trade 
buying to sustain the rise. Reports of 
the slow spot business from domestic 
and foreign interests influenced opcra- 
tions in contracts. After selling up 80 
points from the low prices of Monday 
the market in less than an hour and a 
quarter broke half a cent, closing at the 
bottom. 

Undoing of straddles between New 
York and New Orleans was the matin 
activity of the morning. Few seemed 
able to determine how far-reaching 
effects of the quarantine would be, but 
to be on the safe side market interests 
were reduced. Many houses have an 
extensive business in operations between 
the two Exchanges, so when the process 
of reducing commitments began trading 
increased. At first prices were about 
unchanged from Monday’s. Liverpool 
provided no incentive. A loss of 
American points soon after the opening 
brought a setback of 25 points in March. 
This attracted active demand for South- 
ern account and the tone strengthened. 
Brokers operating for New Orleans 
firms received a stream of buying orders 
that soon swept the ring bare of ‘con- 
tracts. Uncertain as to the immediate 
results of this*buying movement, room 
traders assisted the advance. At times 
stop loss orders ran prices up sharply. 

The heaviest selling of the day came 
in the last half hour. So much cotton 
had been covered that when pressure 
appeared buyers were lacking. The fact 
that action taken by officials in 
Louisiana neither reduced the amount 
of cotton available for consumption nor 
prevented shipments to New York in- 
fluenced sentiment. Cotton came on the 
market with a rush, causing a break of 
about half a cent from the top and 
closing all months at a loss for the day. 
March in New Orleans broke 53 points 
the last hour.

DEPOSITORS WILL GET 
BIG CHRISTMAS FUND 


About 4,000 Banks to Distribute 
$150,000,000 Among 5,000,000 
Patrons Next Weck. 


Approximately 4,000 banks in the coun- 
try will distribute next week among 
5,000,000 persons about $1650,000,000, rep- 
resenting the accumulations of various 
Christmas funds for 1921. One-tenth of 
this amount will be disbursed by banks 
operating the Christmas Club plan in 
New York City and nearby points in 
this State, New Jersey and Connecticut. 

The disbursements of the banks in 
Hudson County, New Jersey, will total 
nearly $2,000,000, which is more than $3 
per capita. The Union Trust Company 
of New Jersey, in Jersey City, will dis- 
burse $880,000, the largest disbursement 
of any institution in the vicinity of New 
York. The largest disbursement in 
Manhattan @vill be about $500,000 by the 
Maiden Lane Savings Bank. 

The Christmas Club Corporation said 
yesterday that, according to recent esti- 


mates, ‘‘over 1,000,000 people have 
started their first savings account with 
funds accumulated through this plan.” 
Because of unemployment in many 
parts of the country, the company said,

October earnings of the Canadian 
Pacific: Gross totaled $22,089,624, an 
increase over September of $2,594,863. 
The net was $6,711,486, an increase of

penses to gross earnings is slightly be- 
low. 70 per cent. 

Gross and net figures are the largest 
for any month this year and gross has 
been exceeded in two years only by 
October and November, 1920, and the 
net by that of the same month last 
year. 


DEMAND FOR FOREIGN BONDS

FREIGHT CAR BOOKINGS LAG. 


9,320 Are Ordered for Use Here, 
3,907 Abroad, in Ten Months. 


More than 9,320 new freight cars were 
ordered for domestic use in the first ten 
months of this year, it was shown in a 
report issued yesterday.

ing in the Conference for the Limitation 
of Armament. The bill has been 
changed, and a3 now drafted gives the 
authority to refund the debt to a com~ 
'mission of five member3, one of whom 
shall be the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Would Discuss the Conference. 


It is known that there are several 
Senators who are ready at the first 
cpportunity that presents itself to dis- 
cuss the armament conference on the 
floor of the Senate. One report is that 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi prob- 
|ably. will start the discussion and that 
he will be followed by a number of 
others, one of them Senator Borah of 
Idaho, author of the original naval dis- 
j/armament resolution and the first Sen- 
j;ator on the Republican side to come 
out openly in. opposition to President 
| Harding’s suggestion of an association 
of nations. 

The present intention of the majority 
leaders to drop the Railroad bill came 
{as a distinct surprise, the general un- 
| derstanding having been that the meas- 
ure would be debated until a final vote 
was reached. 

The reason for dropping the measure 
is said to be that,. owing to improved 
economic conditions, among them a bet- 


ter market for railroad securities, the 
enactment of the legislation is no longer 
considered necessary by ‘he Administra- 
; tion. 

Another, and very different, reason 
advanced for the change in program is 
that a count of noses in the Senate 
showed that a very formidable bloc 
existed, which would endeavor to amend 
the bill in important respects—for in- 
stance, the adoption as an amendment 
of the Capper bill to repeal the rate- 
{inaking clause of the Transportation 
act, passage of an additional amend- 
ment directing a sweeping cut in rail- 
road rates, and a third to restore im- 
portant powers to the State. Railroad 
Commissions. 

An effort also will be made before 
Congress adjourns for the Christmas 
holidays to pass the bill imposing a 90 
per cent. tariff on American goods that 
were sold in France at the close of the 
war and which it is asserted are now 
being re-exported to this country at 
low prices and high profits. This bill 
is not expected to occupy much time, 
and it is said there is very little opposi- 


tion to its passage. 

Senators Curtis, . Lodge, Penrose, 
Smoot, McCumber, Watson of Indiana, 
and other Republican Senate leaders, are 
to have a conference with President 
Harding some time this week.

Instructions On the Heagjngs. 


The tariff bill will not be reported to 
the Senate by the Finance Committee 
much before the holidays, and perhaps 
not until after the New Year. Senator 


Penrose today sent the following letter 
to representatives of various industries 
and interests who have asked to be 
heard on the tariff: 
SENATE COMMITTEE ON 
FINANCE, 
Washington, Nov. 29, 1921. 

Dear Sir: The Committee on 
Finance desires, if possible, to com- 
plete the hearings upon the tariff bill 
within a period of two weeks after 
they are resumed. Hearings will be 
resumed Wednesday, Dec. 7, 1921, at 
which time witnesses upon the tobacco 
schedule will be heard. It is haped 
that the hearings upon the remaining 
schedules (with the exception of the 
sundry and free-list schedules) will 
not require more than one day for. 
each schedule, and that it will not be 
necessary to extend the hearings upon 
the sundries or the free-list schedules 
over a period of more than two days 
each. 

‘To avoid encumbering the record 
with duplicate statements, the com- 
mittee must insist that. persons wish- 
ing to take the same position relative 
to any item shall decide upon one 
spokesman to present their case. Such 
action will greatly reduce the work of 
the committee in its study of the 
testimony and in exhibiting the early 
enactment of the tariff bill. 

Extending the testimony of any sub- 
ject by duplication or repetition in any 
manner beyond a very concise state- 
ment is contrary to the best inten-. 
tions of the schedule sought to be elu- 
cidated. Witnesses should first state 
the changes desired and follow such 
statements with succinct reasons for 
the changes suggested. Such _pro- 
cedure will

stress cannot be laid upon the pro- 
priety and necessity of thus present- 
ing and abbreviating the testimony. 

To enable you to get in touch with 
others who have requested a hearing 
upon the schedule in which you are 
interested, a list of the names and ad- 
dresses of applicants who want to be 
heard upon this schedule is enclosed. 
Since it will be utterly impossible for 
the committee to hear more than a 
small percentage of those asking to be 
heard, we urgently recommend that 
you get in communication with others 
listed on this schedule and agree upon 
a limited number of witnesses and the 
persons who are to prescat the argu- 
ments. 

You will be notified of the date fixed 
for the hearings upon the schedule in 
which you are interested.

Bergdoll of Philadelphia, through power 
of attorney delegated to her by her son 
before he fled the country. 

John S. Maxwell, counsel for Bergdoll. 
declared that he is _—? the suit 
under the Trading With the Enemy act, 
which stipulates that an enemy, other 
than citizens of Germany, Austria or 
Hungary or other countries which were 
at war with the United States, may sue 
to recover seized property. \Bergdoll de- 
Scribes himself as an ‘Ameren citizen 
and informs the court that he war rn 
in Philadelphia, Oct. 18, 1893. His at- 
torney stated that he was declared to 
be an enemy last May.

DENIES HE GAVE CAUSE

der on a ‘safe conduct’’ obtained 
through American Chargé Summerlin at 
Sage City, said he had been expelled 
on complaint of the Mexican Minister 
| of Foreign Affairs, who advised him, 
through Mr. Summerlin, ‘‘ to leave the 
country for his own safety.’’ He said 
he quit Mexico City only after a second 
demand had been made upon him. 

Buckley declared he’ had committed 
no act against the Mexican Govern- 
ment while in that country justifying 
expulsion, and asserted that “only a 
few Americans in Mexico are permitted 
to express their sentiments.’’ He said 
he would issue a statement shortly as 
to “true conditions in Mexico.” 

Accompanied by his secretary, S. D. 
Lester, Mr. Buckley left Laredo at noon 
en route to New York. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 29 (Associated 
Press).—William F. Buckley, President 
of the American Assoclation of Mexico, 
for whose arrest and expulsion the 
Mexican Government issued an order 
several weeks ago, left Mexico City 
Sunday night, proceeding to Laredo 
under a ‘safe conduct” furnished by 
Foreign Secretary Pani.

Summerlin, the American Chargé, im- 
mediately took up the case with the 
Foreign Office. He was told that Mr. 
Buckley was to be deported because of 


his activity against the present Mexican | 
Government, and for more than a week |

to obtain a copy of the written charges. |

A curious phase-of the Buckley inci- 
dent is that although the order for his 
arrest has been in the hands of the 
police for -weeks, his internment in the 
American Embassy was with the consent 
of the Mexican officials, who apparently 
wished to gain the effect of expulsion 
under Article 33, without actually ap- 
plying it. 

Mr. Buckley, it is understood, made no 
concessions to the Government, but for 
personal reasons elected to go to the 
United States, and his journey thither 
was made possible by the action of 
Sefior Pani. 


BEGIN ALBANY HEARING 
ON TELEPHONE RATES 


Corperation Counsel O’Brien Al- 
leges Unfairness in Acting While 
City Case is Undecided. 


ALBANY, N. -¥., Nov. 29.—Hearings 
were begun by the Public Service Com- 
mission today in the matter of State- 
wide rates of the New York Telephone 
Company. It was not until after objec- 
tions of the New York State Conference 
of Mayors and other city officials 


against conducting the investigation on 
a State-wide plan instead of on a basis 


City Administrations. 

In opening the hearing, William A. 
Prendergast, Chairman of the commis- 
sion, said a comprehensive investigation 
of the company’s affairs in the State 
would be made to the end that infor- 
mation and data could. be assembled on 
a State-wide basis for present and future 
use. The inquiry, he added, also would 
offer an opportunity to go into the re- 
lations between the New York Tele- 
phone, the American Telephone . and 
Telegraph Company and the Western 
Electric Company in a definite spirit. 

Mr. Prendergast said that cases tried 
on the local area theory had not been 
satisfactory. ‘‘ We are seeking the best 
method of determining the ‘ rate base,’ 
and. then deciding 
rates,’’’ he said. 

Corporation Counsel John P. O’Brien 
of New: York City disagreed with the 
conclusions of the commission in order- 
ing the hearing on a Staie-wice basis. 
and alleged unfairness in conducting the 
present hearing while New York City’s 
telephone rate case was still undecided. 
Mr. Prendergast replied that the com- 
mission was only awaiting action by 
New York City in going ahead with the 
case. Mr. O’Brien also asked that an 
immediate reduction in rates in New 
York City be ordered, while a similar re- 
quest for temporary ratzs up-State was 
made by Edmund H. Lewis, Corpora- 
tion Counsel of Syracuse. 

H. A. Trax, chief accountant of the 
telephone company, the first witness, 
testified as to the finances of the com- 
pany. 

Reading from a balance sheet of Oct. 
31, 1921, Mr. Trax said the company 
then had assets of $460,000,000, of which 
$300,000,000 was invested in plant and 
equipment. Gross revenues in New 
York State for the firsts nine months of 
the present year, the report showed, 
were $60,666,000, while gross expenses 
were $54,299,000.
